Pin, Provost

Quincy College’s budget 
for the fiscal year that began 
July | includes funding to 
hire a provost, whose job 
would be to oversee all cur- 
riculum-related matters. 
The college’s Board of 
Governors on June 27 ap- 
proved a $27.6 million 
budget for fiscal year 2019, 
which is a decrease from the 
fiscal year 2018 budget of 
$34.7 million. Quincy Col- 
lege is one of the few mu- 
nicipally owned colleges in 
the country, but does not re- 
ceive funding from the city. 
The decrease in the bud- 
get reflects the loss of the 
school’s nursing program, 
though the nursing faculty is 
not being laid off. 
“The nursing faculty is 


not being laid off and is be- 
ing kept on board to help 
with the restructuring of the 
nursing program,” said Paul 
Barbadoro, the chairman of 
the board’s finance and fa- 
cilities committee. 

“I think that was a very 
positive thing.” 

Barbadoro said the col- 
lege was able to save about 
$5 million “by making some 
prudent adjustments and 
moves” to non-faculty per- 
sonnel; those include leav- 
ing several vacant positions 
unfilled. The college will 
also reduce the amount of 


‘space it leases.

The thyroid gland is lo- 

cated low in the front of the 
neck, below the Adam’s ap- 
ple. The gland is shaped like 
a butterfly and wraps around 
the windpipe or trachea. 

The term thyroid nod- 
ule refers to any abnormal 
growth that forms a lump in 
the thyroid gland. A thyroid 
nodule can occur in any part 
of the gland. Some nodules 
can be felt relatively easily, 
while others can be cop- 
cealed deep in the thyzoid 
tissue or located very low 
in the gland, where they are 
difficult to feel. 

Modern imaging tech- 
niques, such as ultrasound, 
computerized tomogra- 
phy (CT), and. magnetic 


resonance imaging (MRI), 
have exposed more thyroid 
nodules incidentally. This 
means that nodules are be- 
ing discovered during stud- 
ies that were performed for 
reasons other than examina- 
tion of the thyroid. e 

Approximately 4% to 8% 
of adult women and 1% to 
2% of adult men have thy- 
roid nodules detectable by 
physical examination alone; 
while closer to 30% of adult 
women have nodules detect- 
able by ultrasound. More- 
over, diagnosis of a thyroid 
nodule is the most common 
endocrine problem in the 
United States. 

Although the majority 
of thyroid nodules are be- 
nign-(not cancerous), about 
10% of nodules do contain 


cancer. Therefore, the prin- 
cipal purpose for evaluat- 
ing a thyroid nodule is to 
determine whether cancer is 
present. The vast majority of 
thyroid nodules do not cause 
any symptoms. However, if 
the cells in the nodules are 
functioning and producing 
thyroid hormone on their 
own, the nodule may gener- 
ate signs and symptoms of 
too much thyroid hormone 
(hyperthyroidism). 

A minute number of pa- 
tients complain of pain at 
the site of the nodule that 
can travel to the ear or jaw. 
If the nodule is exception- 
ally large, it can result in 
difficulty swallowing or 
shortness of breath by com- 


pressing the esophagus.

In rare instanc- 
es, a patient may complain 
of hoarseness or difficulty 
speaking because of com- 
pression of the larynx (voice 
box). The causative factor 
of most thyroid nodules is 
unknown. In certain cases, 
insufficient iodine in the 
diet can cause the thyroid 
to develop nodules, but this 
is no longer common in the 
US. Particular genes also 
may be a contributing factor 
to development of thyroid 
nodules. 

Diagnosis typically be- 
gins with the healthcare 
provider taking a detailed 
history, evaluating both past 
and present medical. issues. 
If the.patient is younger than 
20 or older than 70 years, 


_ there is increased likelihood 


that a nodule is cancerous. 
Similarly, the nodule is 
more likely to be cancerous 
if there is any history of ra- 
diation exposure, difficulty 
swallowing, or an alteration 
in the voice. Even though 
women tend to have more 
thyroid nodules than men, 
the nodules found in men 
are more likely to be cancer- 
ous. 

A physical examination 
is the next step to determine 
if there is only one nodule or 
multiple nodules, and what 
the remainder of the gland 
feels like. The probability of 
cancer is greater if the nod- 
ule is fixed to the surround- 
ing tissue (unmovable), In 
addition, the physical exam 
should investigate for any 
abnormal lymph nodes in 
close proximity that may

imply the spread of cancer. 
In addition to evaluating 
the thyroid, the physician 
should also ascertain any 
signs of gland malfunction, 
such as thyroid hormone 
overproduction (hyperthy- 
roidism) or underproduction 
(hypothyroidism). Blood 
tests, such as T3, T4 and 
TSH, will be done initially 
to assess thyroid function. 
_A physician will usu- 
ally order an ultrasound ex- 
amination of the thyroid to 
detect nodules that are not 
easily felt, determine the 
number of nodules and their 
sizes and verify if a nodule 
is solid or cystic. Radionu- 
clide scanning with radio- 
active chemicals is another 
imaging technique a physi- 
cian may use to evaluate a 
thyroid nodule. Fine needle 
aspiration (FNA) of a nod- 
ule is a type of biopsy and 
the most customary, direct 
way to determine what types 
of cells are present. The 
needle used is very thin and 
the procedure is relatively 
simple being performed in 
an outpatient setting. 
Benign thyroid tissue 
(non-cancerous) can be con- 
sistent with Hashimoto’s 
thyroiditis, a colloid nodule, 
or a thyroid cyst. This result 
is reported from approxi- 
mately 60% of biopsies. 
Cancerous tissue (malig- 
nant) can be consistent with 
diagnosis of papillary, fol- 


licular, or medullary cancer. - 


This result is reported from 
approximately 5% of biop- 
sies. The majority of these 
are papillary cancers. Sus- 
picious biopsies can show a

follicular adenoma. Though 
generally benign, up to 20% 
of these nodules are found 
ultimately to be cancerous. 

Follicular nodules, other 
nodules highly suspicious 
for cancer, and definite can- 
cer should be treated by sur- 
gery. Most thyroid cancers 
are curable and rarely cause 
life-threatening problems. 
However, any nodule not re- 
moved needs to be watched 
closely through a follow-up 
with the physician every 6 
to 12 months. If a nodule 
causes hyperthyroidism, it 
is usually considered non- 
cancerous, and treatment is 
aimed at averting the signs, 
symptoms, and complica- 
tions of hyperthyroidism, 
such as heart failure, osteo- 
porosis, and elevated heart 
rate. 

Treatments include de- 
stroying the gland using 
radioactive iodine (131-io- 
dine), blocking production 
of thyroid hormone with 
medications, or conserva- 
tively following the patient 
with mild hyperthyroidism. 
Treatment is individualized 
based on age, presence of 
other medical conditions, 
and patient preference.

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College Budget Funds Hiring Provost 
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creation of a new provost po- 
sition, at salary of $245,000. 
_ Mayor Thomas ‘Koch, the 
college’s principal execu- 
tive, said the provost would 
be responsible for “any and 
all curriculum-related”’ mat- 
ters, leaving the president in 
charge of business opera- 
tions. 

“The provost handles the 
curriculum and the president 
handles the business, the en- 
dowment, the development, 
the real estate,” Koch said. 

The mayor said col- 
lege officials have already 
reached out to potential can- 
didates for the new job. 

“We’ ve had some discus- 
sions already with a couple 
really good candidates,” he 
said. “We'll have more to 
say very soon.” 

The college previously 
had a vice president of aca- 
demic affairs, a position 
with a budgeted salary of 
$142,000 the last two fiscal 
years. Koch said the person 
who most recently held that 
position, Mary Burke, has 
been re-assigned to a new 
role. where she will over- 
see the college’s campus in 
Plymouth, replacing the two 
administrators who previ- 
ously oversaw that campus. 

The mayor said the deci- 
sion to hire a provost was 
made for two reasons: a 
state board’s withdrawal 
of approval for the col- 
lege’s nursing program and 


the college’s transition to a 
four-year school. 

“We had a major aca- 
demic failure at this college 
that is putting this college 
at risk — greatly at risk — we 
still don’t know what the 
collateral damage is going 
to be come the fall,” Koch 
said. 

“We are looking at be- 
coming a four-year institu- 
tion, so in my opinion we 
need to really boost up the 
academic side for both of 
those reasons. It will bring 
great credibility to this col- 
lege when the word gets out 
that we are being serious on 
the academic side bringing 
the provost on board.” 

The governors approved 
the budget in an 11-1 vote. 

Barbara Clarke cast the 
lone dissenting vote. She 
said the salary for the new 
provost is too high compared 
to the national median pay 
for the position, $165,000. 

“Tt appears as if what is 
presented as the provost sal- 
ary is quite expanded for 
what the national median 
is,” Clarke said. 

Mary Jo Brogna, another 
member of the board, said 
the national median should 
not be considered because 
of the number of competing 
colleges and universities in 
the area. 

“T think you can’t do me- 
dians and you can’t do na- 
tional averages when you’re 
in New England,” she said.

“T think the cost in salaries 
in New England — and the 
Boston area in particular — 
are higher than the rest of 
the country. Look at all the 
competing academic institu- 
tions.” 

Barbadoro said the salary 
was needed to hire the best 
possible candidate for the 
provost position. 

“If you want to turn the 
academic side of this col- 
lege around, you need the 
best and I don’t want to pay 
the national average for a 
national, mediocre provost,” 
he said. “I want to pay them 
at a competitive level for 
our region...to entice them 
to make them excited about 
turning the academic part of 
this around.” 

The Board of Registra- 
tion of Nursing on May 9 
withdrew approval for the 
college’s associate degree in 


. nursing and practical nurs- 


ing programs. As part of 
that decision, students in the 


associate degree in nursing 
program who complete their 
degree requirements dur- 
ing the spring 2018 semes- 
ter will still be able to take 
the national licensure exam. 
Students in the practical 
nursing program who com- 
plete their degree require- 
ments prior to Aug. 1 will 
likewise be eligible to take 
the national licensure test. 
The Board of Registra- 
tion in Nursing had placed 
the college’s nursing pro- 
grams on approval with 
warning status in June 2017 
with the school’s graduates 
passing the national licen- 
sure exams at the lowest rate 
of all schools in the state. 
Koch was. named the 
school’s principal executive 
on May 15, following the 
resignation of Peter Tsaf- 
faras, the school’s president 


since ,2011. Tsaffaras’ res-' 


ignation was effective June 


1, but the board on May 15 
placed him on administra- 
tive leave. Tsaffaras had 
agreed to resign during a 
closed-door meéting with 
the governors on May 3. 

Two hundred sixty-four 
students were impacted by 
the loss of the school’s nurs- 
ing program. Of those stu- 
dents, at least 194 were able 
to re-enroll elsewhere as of 
June 27, Koch said. 

Koch said 60 full-time 
students and 36 part-time 
students were able to enroll 
at Labouré College in Mil- 
ton and Mount Wachusett 
Community College will be 
able to enroll up 30 students 
at its Fort Devens campus. 

The mayor on May 22 
had said he was exploring 
a deal that would have al- 
lowed Mount Wachusett to 


_ operate a satellite campus in

Collecting Social — 
‘Security Di sability 


By RUSSELL GLOOR _ 


Dear Rusty: My husband started getting Social Secu- 


rity disability in 2016 at the age of 61; he is now 63. Did it 
automatically switch over to regular Social Security? Also, 


he is feeling bored and would like to have a little job. Is he 
allowed to work just so many hours per week, or does it go 
by how much you make per month? Is it just reported at tax 
time next year? Signed: Helpful Wife 

Dear Helpful: Your husband’s’ ss disability (SSDI) 


will automatically switch to his retirement benefits when he 


reaches his full retirement age (66 years and 2 months if he 
was born in 1955). Regarding his working while still col- 
lecting SSDI benefits, Social Security encourages those on 
disability to attempt to return to the workforce, so your hus- 
band should consider enrolling in the Social Security “’Tick- 
et to Work” program, which will provide him the chance to 
test his ability to work for at least nine “trial work months” 
during a 60-month time frame. During this trial work period 
he’ll receive his full SSDI benefit regardless of how —_ 
he earns. 

Briefly, any month he eatns more than $850 (for 2018) _ 
counts as a trial work month (if he earns less than that it 
doesn’t count as a trial work month). After he has reached 
nine trial work months, he can still receive his SSDI ben- 
efits for another 36 months, except that he won’t receive 
benefits for any month that his earnings exceed what Social 
Security considers “substantial gainful activity,” or “SGA,” 
which for 2018 is $1180. If his benefits stop because his 
earnings regularly exceed “SGA,” and within 5 years he is 
once again unable to work due to his disability, his disability 
benefits can be restarted (without having to re-apply). You

The Ticket to Work program should allow your ‘husband 
to work and test his physical limits without having a nega- 


tive impact to. his Social Security disability benefits. As 
for reporting his earnings, your husband must notify Social 
Security when he starts to work. and must, as well, report 
-his monthly earnings to Social Security at 1-800-772-1213. 
Once he has entered the Ticket to Work program, he should 
also report to Social Security if he stops working. And, of 
course, once his disability benefits convert to regular retire- 
ment benefits at his full retirement age, there is no restric- 
tion on how much he can earn.

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tor of facilities, he said 40 
units would be vacant on a 
regular basis. 

.“The housing authority 
has reached a major, major 
milestone. We have zero va- 
cant units — none. One thou- 
sand, five hundred and sixty 
units. Everyone of them is 
occupied,” Marathas said in 
a recent interview. 

“When I first came to 
the housing authority there 
were over 40 vacant units 
as a norm, but now we have 
zero.” 

He credited the agency’s 
80 employees for that turn- 
around. 

“Tt’s absolutely to the ef- 
ficiency of the housing au- 
thority,” Marathas replied 
when asked what he attri- 
butes full occupancy to. 

“The entire staff is work- 
ing together as just an incred- 
ible team. All the wheels are 
turning in the same direc- 
tion...you can’t really point 
your finger at one thing and 
say this is what it is. We’ve 
improved the entire op- 
eration, so it’s everybody 
working together. A unit 
comes up and we’re attack- 
ing it. Everyone is in there. 
They’re doing their jobs and 
what they’re supposed to be 
doing.” 

The housing authority 
has two waiting lists — one 
for elderly and disabled 
housing, and the other for 
family housifig. 

The waiting list for el- 
derly and disabled housing 
has 5,000 to 6,000 people on 
it, Marathas said. He urged 
Quincy residents to take the 
length of waiting list into ac- 
count if they plan on moving 
into a housing authority unit 
in the next several years. 

“Tf. you are a Quincy 
resident, on the elderly side 
you’re probably looking at 
five to eight years, so plan- 
ning for that is critical if 
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Housing Authority Milestone: All Units Ful 


you’re an elder and you’re 
planning and you’re plan- 
ning on trying to get into the 
Quincy Housing Authority,” 
Marathas said. 

“As a Quincy resident, 
you’re given a preference, 
but in order for you to take 
advantage of that prefer- 
ence, you have to plan. So 
they should be getting on 
that waiting list now in an- 
ticipation of a five- to eight- 
year wait.” 

Residents of other com- 
munities can also sign up 
for the waiting list, but 
Marathas said it could take 
decades for them to move to 
the top of the queue. 

“If you’re a non-Quincy 
resident, it’s 20 plus years — 
if ever — to be housed, and 
the reason why is because 
preference is given to local 
Quincy residents,” he said. 

The housing authority has 
plans to add six units — three 
at Sawyer Towers on Mar- 
tensen Street and three at 
Snug Harbor — using funds 
from the Quincy Affordable 
Housing Trust Fund. 

“The real exciting thing 
is we just received a grant 
from the Affordable Hous- 
ing Trust Fund through the 
city of Quincy through the 
mayor’s office to fund three 
new fully accessible handi- 
cap units, which are going to 
be built this year at Sawyer 
Towers,” Marathas said. 

“We also received a grant 
to renovate three family 
units down at Snug Harbor 
that used to be a daycare fa- 
cility and used to be office 
space. They were offline for 
like the last 20 years. We’re 
going to be rebuilding them 
as three new family units. 

“So we’re going to be 
putting six brand new units 
back online this coming 
year.”

| TREATING A TOOTHACHE AT HOME 


If a toothache lasts more 
than one to two days, it is 
important to schedule an ap- 
pointment with the dentist.

units at this time. 
“Unfortunately, with the 
way our funding works from 
DHCD and from HUD, we 
have a set number of units 
that we can own and we’re 
at our max,” he said. “We 
don’t have really the capaci- 
ty — unless we did something 
like a mixed-finance deal or 
a partnership with a private 
developer, and we’re look- 
ing into the options, because 
the need for housing and the 
rents are just skyrocketing.” 
Marathas did note, how- 
ever, that Gov. Charlie 
Baker in May signed a new 
bond bill that provides up to 
$1.8 billion for the creation 


of new housing units state- 
wide for low- and moderate- 
income households. 

“The good news is the 
state has just passed a bond 
bill that’s releasing a large 
amount of money for the 
development of new. units 
and for that kind of develop- 
ment. It’s something that we 
definitely want to pursue,” 
Marathas said. 

In addition to thé prop- 
erties it owns, the Quincy 
Housing Authority is also 
responsible . for adminis- 
tering Section 8 vouchers. 
Marathas said the agency 
manages Section 8 vouchers 
for 1,200 households who 


rent from private landlords, 


many of which are in Quin-. 


cy. The rising rents seen in 
Quincy and elsewhere in the 
region impact the number 
of Section 8 vouchers the 
housing authority is able to 
grant. 

“As landlords increase 
their rents, that increase 
comes to us — the housing 
authority,” Marathas said.

The remaining 100 open 
parking spaces in the Han- 
cock Parking Lot in Quincy 
Center will close starting 
on Monday, July 9 to make 
way for the construction 
of a new 712-space public 
parking garage, a new civic 
space and public park, and a 
15-story mixed-use tower in 
the Hancock Parking Lot. 

At the same time, the 
City will partner with Quin- 
cy Mutual Insurance to open 
that company’s parking lot 
accessed via Foster Street to 
gain 100 free parking spots 
on Thursday through Satur- 
day evenings from 5-10 p.m. 
This is the gated parking lot 
used primarily by Quincy 
Mutual employees. The gate 
will be lifted to allow the 
public access to the lot from 
5 to 10 p.m. from Thursday 
to Saturday. 


City officials also noted 
there are 200 free spaces 
available every evening at 
the Bellotti Courthouse — 
directly across from the 
Chestnut Street entrance to 
the former Hancock Lot. 

Parking “ambassadors” 
will be working Thursday 
thru Saturday on behalf of 
the City to guide drivers 
to both the Courthouse lot 
and the Quincy Mutual lot. 
If those lots are full, visi- 
tors will be directed to the 
nearby Ross parking area — 
where there are more than 
400 total free evening park- 
ing spaces connected to the 


‘downtown’s restaurant hub 


by a renovated and newly lit 
pedestrian walkway. 

Anew signage and brand- 
ing campaign will accom- 
pany the implementation of 
the parking changes. 


During day-time business 
hours, paid hourly parking 
will also be available at the 
Ross Lot. A free valet ser- 
vice manages the lot during 
the day to maximize avail- 
able space. There will be no 
change to the existing provi- 
sions of the parking plan for 
monthly pass holders. 

Through a combination 
of new lots and maximizing 
existing parking, the City 
has made available more 
than 700 free parking spaces 
at peak hours, not includ- 
ing on-street parking, in the 
immediate vicinity of the 
Quincy Center core to ac- 
cess shops and more than 40 
restaurants and bars in the 
area. 

Construction on the full 
project is scheduled to take 
between 18 to 24 months to 
complete.

THE CORNER OF Fenno Street and Estabrook Road has been 


named in honor of Marine 2nd Lt. Harry R. “Buddy” Worth 
Jr. who was killed serving in the Korean War era. Worth grew 


up on Estabrook Road.

Judy (Worth) O’Connor 
was 13 years old when her 
family received a Western 
Union telegram that her 
brother, Marine 2nd Lt. 
Harry R. “Buddy” Worth 
Jr., was killed while piloting 
a jet during a 1955 training 
‘mission in Korea. 

Sixty-three years later, 
she was joined by family 
and friends at the corner of 
Fenno Street and Estabrook 
Road to name the intersec- 
tion in his memory — just 
several houses down from 
their Estabrook Road child- 
hood home. 

“There is no better way 
to remember that individual, 
for everybody in the neigh- 
borhood, present, past and 
future, to know that that he 
walked these streets and he 
was part of the community,” 
Quincy Veterans Services 
Director George Nichol- 


son told the gathering that 


included a Marine Corps 
League color guard. “He 
paid the ultimate sacrifice 
while serving his country.” 

The June 27 ceremony 
honored the 22-year-old 
Korean War Marine pilot 
for his heroic actions on 


April 8, 1955. Second Lt. 
Worth was flying his F-J-2 
Fury when the oxygen sys- 
tem failed causing him to 
lose control of the aircraft. 
As the disabled plane was 
plummeting toward a vil- 
lage, he was able to recover 
enough control to steer it 
away. The aircraft, however, 
was too close to the ground, 
and crashed into a field. 

O’Connor credits her 
brother’s actions in prevent- 
ing the plane from crashing 
into the village. 

“It would have landed 
right in the village and killed 
many people,” she said. 

After graduating from 
Quincy High School, 2nd Lt. 
Worth attended Northwest- 
ern University in [Illinois 
before joining the Navy. He 
later joined the Marines to 
study jets and was assigned 
to the 232nd Red Devil 
Squadron, the oldest con- 
tinuous aviation squadron 
of the Marine Corps. 

“He loved flying, the ser- 
vice and his country,” said 
O’Connor. 

Mayor Thomas Koch 
said that if it weren’t for the 
sacrifices of people such as 
2nd Lt. Worth, “we wouldn’t

have the freedoms we enjoy 
today.” 

Koch said 2nd Lt. Worth’s 
life was cut too short. 

“What could have been, 
his story, his life,’ said 
Koch. “This is a small mea- 
sure that we as a city can do 
to show our care, concern 
and gratitude to the life of 
Buddy Worth.” 

O’Connor said that her 
childhood friend, Mary Jane 
Martin, often chummed

As part of the kickoff cer- 
emony, students heard about 
clean energy innovations 
and careers from Shelly 
Dein, City of Quincy Direc- 
tor of Energy and Sustain- 
ability. 

The City of Quincy be- 
lieves it is important to be 
good stewards of the planet 
and works hard to minimize 
its““environmental footprint” 
so we can live in a safe and 
healthy world.

Linking Food Production, 
Waste Production and Ener- 
gy Production gives students 
a multi-faceted learning 
experience that connected 


topics like the hydrological 
cycle and crop management 
with an understanding of the 
energy density of organic 
materials and the role that 
beneficial microbial com- 
munities have digesting the 
waste to create methane as 
biogas or creating electricity 
directly. 

The City of Quincy re- 
cently installed large solar, 
photovoltaic, arrays on 13 
of the City’s public schools 
which now generate ~ 10% 
of the electricity that the 
City government uses each 
year, with clean solar en- 
ergy, instead of fossil fu- 
els. Point Webster Middle 
School also partnered with 
Boston Solar who gave stu- 


dents the opportunity to bet- 
ter understand what. solar - 


photovoltaic (PV) technol- 
ogy is all about, and how it 
contributes to changing the 
way we generate electricity. 
Boston Solar had a number 
of volunteers who facilitated 
workshops at Clean Energy 
Day and provided sample 
solar arrays, solar spinners, 
and an interactive presenta- 
tion on home energy quali- 
fications. 

In preparation for Clean 
Energy Day, Massachusetts 
Water 
ity (MWRA) | education 
specialist, Meg Tabacsko 
visited with Point Webster 
Middle School students on 
May 14th and discussed 
the wastewater treatment 
process and how sludge is 
now processed into fertiliz- 
er pellets for gardening and 
landscaping. The MWRA

The 2013 discovery of 
a brutally and mortally- 
wounded puppy on Carrols 
Lane in Quincy sparked 
nation-wide outrage. 

While police searched 


tirelessly fortheindividual(s) 


responsible for the heinous 
injuries inflicted upon the 
female pit bull terrier mix 
then known as Puppy Doe, 
lawmakers worked with cit- 
izens to update Massachu- 
setts animal cruelty laws. 
At the time, the state’s laws 


were dubbed by some as. 


“ancient history”’. 

In October of that same 
year, Polish national, Ra- 
doslaw Czerkawski, . here 
on an expired visa, was ar- 
rested for the crimes to the 
dog and charged with lar- 
ceny against then 95-year- 
old Quincy resident, the late 
Janina Stock of Whitwell 
Street. Czerkawski was 


serving as Stock’s in-home 
caretaker when he stole over 
$150,000.00 of her assets. It 


was on the same day when 
police received a call about 


Stock’s death that the mo- 
tionless dog was found by 
a motorist on a small road 
behind Stock’s home. 
While Czerkawski. was 
found guilty of larceny 
charges against Stock and 
later, pled guilty to larceny 
charges against a New Bed- 
ford church, the animal cru- 
elty trial would not occur 
until four-and-a-half years 
later. Czerkawski’s origi- 
nal defense attorney retired 


after the larceny trial for 


Stock, while another court- 
appointed attorney moved 
out of state shortly after be- 
ing assigned to the case. 
Attorney , Larry Tipton 
eventually tried the animal 
cruelty case which occurred 


in “Naich of this year aid 
culminated in a guilty ver- 
dict. Czerkawski was sen- 
tenced to 8-to-10 years in 


prison to be followed by a 


two-year probation term for 
twelve counts of animal cru- 
elty. Because this sentence 
would not run concurrently 
with his two larceny sen- 
tences, the earliest he will 
begin to serve time for the 
animal cruelty charges will 
be in the spring of 2019. 
Sandra Lee, a Quincy- 
based crime writer, attended 
all of the court proceedings 
relating to this case and has 
documented gavel-to-gavel

“86 Days: The Tragic True 
Story of Puppy Doe.” In ad-

Comes Full Circle

Mahriah Harrington 
thought she had found her 
dream job in 2009 when 
she began working at Baby- 
cakes, a legendary cupcake 
shop on Beale Street. She 
loved the cupcakes, the vibe 
of the small shop, and the 
fanatic loyalty of the cus- 
tomers. After working there 
for seven years, she left to 
pursue other interests, but 
kept a soft spot in her heart 
for the place. 

When the owner put the 
bakery up for sale in 2015 to 
start her own restaurant, she 
reached out to Harrington 
to see if she was interested 
in buying it. Harrington 
was tempted, but the tim- 
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ing wasn’t right. When the 
bakery went back on the 
market this spring, though, 
Harrington didn’t hesitate. 
She bought the shop and had 
a Grand Opening in May.

Clam-Stuffed Artichokes 


By MARIE 

I enjoy cooking all kinds of food — al- 
though some recipes I shy away from if 
they are either too long or have unknown 
ingredients. 

I found artichokes on sale last week 
and since they are usually a bit expensive I 
bought four of them. I usually like a bread- 
crumb stuffing for my artichokes, but for to- 
day’s recipe I added minced clams. These 
were unique, delicious and everyone loved 
them! 


Preheat oven to 350 degrees ~ Prepare a 
baking dish wit! : ; 
and water 


RECIPE 


4 artichokes (fewer if you like) 

2 slices of bread soaked in water 
(squeeze out excess) 

¥% cup seasoned bread crumbs 

6 ounces of fresh minced clams (canned 
can be used but fresh tastes better) 

3 tablespoons tomato sauce 

% cup grated cheese — use any kind, 
parmesan or Romano 

Salt and pepper to taste 

2 tablespoons of olive oil 

Extra sauce for the bottom of the bak- 
ing pan 


DIRECTIONS 

Place artichokes in a large pan of water, 
cover, bring to a boil and cook for about 10 
minutes. 

While the artichokes are boiling, soak 
and squeeze the bread, place in a bowl and 
add all of other ingredients except the oil. 
Blend until mixture is the consistency of 
mashed potatoes. 

Cool the artichokes, clip sharp edges off 
of the tops of the leaves with scissors, and 
after removing the stems they should sit 
well in a baking pan. 

Open the top of each artichoke and place 
the stuffing between the leaves. I usually 
place the stuffing in each layer of the leaves 
and then close and tighten them by hand. 

In a baking pan put a cup of water and 
some tomato sauce on bottom. 

Arrange artichokes side by side on top 
of each one and sprinkle a bit of olive oil. 
Cover and bake in a 350-degree oven for 45 
or 50 minutes or until leaves are tender. 

They can also be cooked on top of the 
stove in a large pan for the same amount of 
time. 

When served they can be either cut in 
half or enjoyed as whole. Better have some- 
thing on table for all of those leaves. 


P.S. The stems of artichokes can be cut 
up after par boiling and added to the stuff- 
ing mixture. (This step is optional.)

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‘Swimmer’s Ear: Signs, Symptoms, Prevention

Swimmer’s ear is an in- 

fection in the outer ear ca- 
nal, which extends from 
your eardrum to the out- 
side of your head. It’s typi- 
cally caused by water that 
remains in your ear after 
swimming, creating a moist 
environment that aids bacte- 
rial growth. 

Swimmer’s ear is also 
known as otitis externa. 
Timely treatment can help 
prevent complications and 
more serious infections. Put- 
ting fingers, cotton swabs or 
other objects in your ears 
also can lead to swimmer’s 
ear by damaging the thin 
layer of skin lining your ear 
canal. 

Swimmer’s ear symp- 
toms are usually mild at 
first, but they worsen if your 
infection is left untreated or 


spreads. Doctors often clas- . 


sify swimmer’s ear accord- 
ing to mild, moderate and 
advanced stages of progres- 


sion.

Swimmer’s ear is usually 
caused by bacteria common- 


ly found in water and soil. 
Infections can be caused by 
a fungus or a virus, but are 
less common. Your outer ear 
canals have natural defenses 
that help keep them clean 
and prevent infection. : 
clude: 

¢ Glands that secrete a 
waxy substance (cerumen). 
These secretions form a 
thin, water-repellent coating 
on the skin inside your ear. 
Cerumen is also marginally 
acidic, which helps to dis- 
courage bacterial growth. 
Additionally, cerumen col- 
lects dirt, dead skin cells and 
other debris and assists in 
transporting these particles 
out of your ear. The waxy 
clump that results is the ear- 
wax you find at the opening 
of your ear canal. 

¢ Downward slope of 
your ear canal. Your ear ca- 
nal slopes down somewhat 
from your middle ear to 


your outer ear, facilitating 


drainage of water. 

If you have swimmer’s 
ear, those natural defens- 
es may have been over- 
whelmed. Conditions that 
can weaken your ear’s de- 
fenses and promote bacte-

e Excess moisture in your 
ear. Heavy perspiration, 


prolonged humid weather or — 


water that’ remains in your 
ear after swimming can gen- 


erate a favorable environ- 


ment for bacteria. 
¢ Scratches or abrasions 


_ in your ear canal. Cleaning 


your ear with a cotton swab 
or hairpin, scratching in- 
side your ear with a finger; 
or wearing headphones or 
hearing aids can cause small 
breaks in the skin that allow 
bacteria to grow. 

¢ Sensitivity reactions. 
Hair products or jewelry can 
cause allergies and skin dis- 
orders that promote infec- 
tion. 

Factors that may increase 
your risk of swimmer’s ear 
include: 

¢ Swimming 

¢ Swimming in water 
with elevated bacteria lev- 
els, such as a lake rather 
than a well-maintained pool 

¢ A narrow ear canal, 
such as in a child, that can 
more easily trap water 

¢ Aggressive cleaning of 
the ear canal with cotton 
swabs or other objects 

¢ Use of certain devices, 
such as headphones or a 
hearing aid 

¢ Skin allergies or irrita- 
tion from jewelry, hair spray 
or hair dyes 

Swimmer’s - ear usu- 
ally isn’t serious if treated 
promptly, but complications 
can occur. 

¢ . Temporary hearing 
loss. You may experience 
muffled hearing that usually 
improves after the infection 


clears up. 

¢ Long-term infection 
(chronic otitis externa). An 
outer ear infection is usu- 
ally considered chronic if 
signs and symptoms persist 
for more than three months. 
Chronic infections are more 
common if there are condi- 
tions that make treatment 
difficult, such as a rare strain 
of bacteria, an allergic skin 
reaction, and an allergic re- 
action to antibiotic eardrops, 
or a combination of a bacte- 
rial and fungal infection. 

¢ Deep tissue infection 
(cellulitis). Rarely, swim- 
mer’s ear may result in the 
spread of infection into deep 
layers and connective tis- 
sues of the skin. 

e¢ Bone and cartilage 
damage (necrotizing otitis 
externa). An outer ear infec- 
tion that spreads can cause 
inflammation and damage 
to the skin and cartilage of 
the outer ear and bones of 
the lower part of the skull, 
causing increasingly severe 
pain. Older adults, people 
with diabetes or people with 
weakened immune systems 
are at increased risk of this 
complication. 

¢ More widespread in- 
fection. If swimmer’s ear 
develops into necrotizing 
otitis externa, the infection 
may spread and affect other 
parts of your body, such as 
the brain or nearby nerves. 
This rare complication can 
be life-threatening. 

To prevent _swimmer’s 
car, 

¢ Keep your ears dry. 
Dry your ears thoroughly 
after exposure to moisture

from swimming or bathing. 
Dry only your outer ear, 
wiping it slowly and gently 


‘ with a soft towel or cloth. 


Tip your head to the side to 
help water drain from your 
ear canal. You can dry your 
ears with a blow dryer if you 
put it on the lowest setting 
and hold it at least a foot 
away from the ear. 

¢ Swim wisely. Watch 
for signs alerting swimmers 
to high bacterial counts and 
don’t swim at those times. 

¢ Avoid putting foreign 
objects in your ear. Never 
attempt to scratch an itch or 
dig out earwax with items 
such as a cotton swab, paper 
clip or hairpin. Using these 
items can pack material 
deeper into your ear canal, 
irritating the thin skin inside 
your ear or tearing the skin. 

¢ Protect your ears from 
irritants. Put cotton balls in 


your ears while applying’ 


products such as hair sprays 
and hair dyes. 

¢ Use caution after an 
ear infection or surgery. If 
you’ve recently had an ear 
infection or ear surgery, talk 
to your doctor before you go 
swimming.

Dear Concerned Father: I’m sorry to hear of your 
son’s battle with throat cancer, and I’m happy to help how- 
ever I can. From what you’ve described to me and assum- 
ing your son has worked in Social Security covered work 
long enough, he should apply for Social Security Disability 
Insurance (SSDI) benefits because he is unable to work in 
his trade due to his throat cancer and permanent vocal dis- 
ability. Since he’s lost his ability to speak your son can 
apply for SSDI benefits online, and the best place to start is 
at this web address: www.ssa.gov/disability/disability_start; 
er_kits_adult_eng htm. This will take him to a “disability 


~ starter kit” which,includes-a checklist of information your 


son will neéd to. have. available to complete the: online # ap- 
plication (including and especially his thedical information) 
aswell as a link to fill out and submit the application on- 
line. When starting the online application, he’ll be given a 
“reentry” number, so he can start/stop and re-enter as many 
times as necessary before finally submitting the application. 
Once the application is received by Social Security they will 
review it and notify him either by mail, electronically or by 
phone to arrange an interview. On the application, your son 
should specify that he is unable to speak and request an in- 
person interview. 

When submitting the application, be sure to use a shane 
number for someone who can speak with the SSA agency 
representative and explain your son’s situation - that he 
needs an appointment for an in-person interview. Don’t 
be discouraged if the application is at first denied, because 
about 2/3rds of all initial applications are. If initially de- 
‘nied, appeal the decision immediately, multiple times if

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Koch Names Educator, 


Administrator To Lead 
College Nursing Program 


Roxanne Mihal Directed Post-Graduate Practical Nursing 
Department At Blue Hills Regional High School 


Mayor Thomas P. Koch 
has appointed a long-time 
nursing educator with a two- 
decade record of building 
and maintaining successful 
nursing education programs 
across the state to spearhead 
the effort to resurrect the 
nursing program at Quincy 
College. 

Koch on Tuesday an- 
nouced Roxanne E. Mihal as 
the new dean of nursing for 
Quincy College. Mihal most 
recently directed the post- 
graduate Practical Nursing 
Department at Blue Hills 
Regional Technical School, 
where students passed a 
critical licensure examina- 
tion at among the best rates 


of any school in the Com-. 


monwealth, the mayor said. 
It will be the second stint 
at Quincy College for Mihal, 
whose prior tenure as Dean 
from 2011 to 2015 saw test 
scores that helped the col- 
lege maintain and grow its 
reputation as one of the best 


programs of its kind in Mas- 
sachusetts. She is also a for- 
mer Dean of Nurse Educa- 


tion and Health Professions 


at Bunker Hill Community 
College; and she built a 


post-graduate nursing pro- 


' gram from scratch at the Tri- 


County Regional Vocational 
School in Franklin. 

In total, Mihal, who holds 
a Doctorate in Nursing Prac- 
tice from Regis College, 
has more than 20 years of 
experience teaching and di- 
recting nursing programs at 
a wide range of institutions 
in Massachusetts. 

“I’m thrilled that Rox- 
anne has agreed to come 
back to Quincy College to 
restore the program that was 
very successful under her 
tenure and through her lead- 
ership,” said Mayor Koch. 


“She has an extraordinary 


track record at every insti- 
tution she has led or taught 
at; she understands exactly 
what we need at Quincy 


College; and she’s passion- 
ate about implementing a 
program and working with 
regulators as partners to 
once again make nursing the 
gem of what Quincy Col- 
lege offers. 

“Quincy College has the 
bones for a great nursing 
program — it always has. 


We want to produce good - 


nurses; we want nurses that 
we’ ll want to care for us and 
our families; and we want 
nurses who can be success- 
ful. To do that, we need to 
create a level of rigor in this 
program. We can do it, and 
I’m looking forward to the 
challenge.” 

Mihal said that she is “by 
the book,” and noted that 
the accrediting agencies and 
regulators that monitor nurs- 
ing programs are there to 
help, not to be adversarial.

velop the vicinity of the 
Ross Lot in phases, Koch 
said, and the first phase 
could include 200,000 
square feet of commercial 
space. One of the buildings 
on site could be the tallest 
in Quincy, surpassing even 
Peter O’Connell’s planned 
15-story Chestnut Place in 
height. 

A public parking garage 


‘will also be built in the area 


of the Ross Lot. Koch said 
that garage would feature 
more spaces than the 712- 
car garage planned for the 
Hancock Lot. 

The Ross Lot, the mayor 
added, will not close until 
the new garage on the Han- 
cock Lot opens next year. 

The last remaining 
spaces in the Hancock Lot 
closed on Monday. The city 
is relying on several other 
parking lots in Quincy Cen- 
ter, including the Ross Lot, 
to accommodate holders of 
monthly passes and tran- 
sient parkers. 


Two private develop- 
ments — Chestnut Place 
and LBC Partners’ Nova 
Residences — are planned 
for portions of the Hancock 
Lot. Those two develop- 
ments include a total of 295 
residential units and 19,200. 
square feet of retail space. 
The 712-car garage will be 
constructed between those 
two buildings; plans for the 
lot also include new civic 
space and a public park 
along Cottage Avenue. 

Two other areas of the 
Hancock Lot will be devel- 
oped in the future. 

Koch said he has desig- 
nated LBC as the developer 
for the piece of the lot near 
the corner of Revere Road 


. and Hancock Street behind a 


stretch of buildings that are 
home to several businesses, 
including Napoli Pizzeria 
and Paddy Barry’s. LBC 
was designated the develop- 
er for that area because the 
company owns other land 
nearby. 

“They’ve got the land 


right up to it, so we’ve des- 
ignated them developer,” 
Koch said. “They have not 
come back with a plan yet. 
We’ve got to figure all that 
out — whether they’re going 
to acquire all that property, 
are we going to be able to 
move the sidewalk back 
like we’ve consistently been 
trying to do with these proj- 
ects. 

“They’re the ones right 
next to it. They own the 
property. right next to it. It 
makes sense, because it’s 
too small to get into another 
entity. You couldn’t do much 
with it.” 

The other parcel is at the 
corner of Revere Road and 
Dennis Ryan Parkway. 

Koch said there are no 
plans yet for that section of 
the lot; the land there will be 
used a staging area for con-- 
struction nearby. 

“It’s going to be used for 
a lay-down area for while 
anyway; it’s not going to be 
available for a bit, and it’s 
not a big lot,” he said.

“There is so much go- 
ing on right now, I think an 


interim would be fine,” he - 


said.

_ When asked what quali- 
fications he. would like the 
school’s next president to 
possess, Koch _ identified 
leadership skills and man- 
agement ability. 

“Mount Ida was run by a 
higher ed person, Mount Ida 
is out of business today and 
a mess. Curry College is run 
by a non-higher ed person. 
When Ken Quigley was ap- 
pointed he was an attorney 
by background. Look at 


what he’s done to put Curry 


. on the map,” Koch said. 


“Tt’s really about the in- 
dividual’s abilities — lead- 
ership skills, management 
abilities — that’s what it 
comes down to.” - 

Koch said he anticipates 
hiring two new officials at 
the college — a provost and 


a dean of nursing — later 


this month. The provost will 
be tasked with overseeing 
curriculum-related matters, 
freeing up the president to 
manage the business side of 
things. 

“I-do think there will a 
different perspective on the 
president’s role, because of 
the new position of provost,” 
Koch said. “This is going to 
be a very high-end person in 
the academic world. I think 
that takes enormous pres- 
sure off of the president to 
allow the president to do the 


“business side of the college 


— manage the budget, handle 
the endowment, make those 
community connections and 
be the face of the college 
and deal with all those other 
aspects of running a col- 
lege.” 

The position of provost, 
which has a $245,000 sal- 
ary, was added to the budget 
for the school’s current fis- 
cal year that started on July 
1. The school previously had 
a vice president of academic 


. affairs, with a $142, 000 sal- 


ary. 

The school’s budget also 
includes the newly created 
position of chief operating 
officer, which has a budget- 


ed salary of $165,000. 
Koch’ said Lisa McBir- 
ney, who had previously 
been his chief of staff at 
City Hall, has been hired as 
the school’s COO; she was 


_ formerly the head of the Ed- 


ward M. Kennedy Institute 
for the U.S. Senate. Chris 
Walker, who had been the 
mayor’s director of policy 
and information, was named 
Koch’s new chief of staff. 
Lisa Aimola, who. was the 
city’s community preserva- 
tion administrator, was se- 
lected as Koch’s communi- 
cations director. 

The Board of Registra- 
tion of Nursing on May 9 
withdrew approval for the 
college’s associate degree 
in nursing and practical 
nursing programs. As part 
of-thiat decision, students in 
the associate degree in nurs- 
ing pro; who completed 
their ” gree requirements 
during the spring 2018 se- 
mester. will still be able to 
take the national licensure 
exam. Students in the prac- 
tical nursing ._program who 
complete. their degree re- 
quirements prior to Aug. 1 
will likewise be eligible to 
take the national licensure 
test. 

Koch said the nursing 
program could be restored 


at the start of the fall 2019. 


semester at the earliest. At 


the latest, he said it would | 


be restored for the start of 
the spring 2020 semester. 
The Board of Governors 
had to cut the college’s bud- 
-get-from- $34.7--milhior -in 


the last fiscal year to $27.6 
million in this one — fol- 
lowing the loss of the nurs- 
ing program, because of the 


anticipated drop in revenue. 


Koch said it could be up to 
two years before revenue 
exceeds expenses. 

Quincy College is cur- 
rently based out of leased 
space in Presidents Place. 
Koch said he would like to 
see the school find a per- 
manent home elsewhere in 
Quincy Center. 

“It’s my opinion — the 
Board of Governors. will 
have to weigh in and cer- 
tainly if I go to the City 
Council for money, they’re 
going to have to weigh in 
— the college needs a perma- 
nent location to put its roots 
down,” Koch said. “That 


doesn’t mean anything has 
to be in that one location, 
but it means that at that 
one location you could say 
‘that’s Quincy College.’

“They’re at Presidents 
Place now. They were at 
Kemper Insurance. They 
were at the old Ledger build- 
ing. They were at the Cod- 
dington Building. They’ve 
been all over the place. I see 
a permanent home — maybe 
100,000 square feet in that 
permanent home and then 
maybe they’ve got 10,000 
here and 10,000 over here, 
which creates that campus 
atmosphere. 

“I do think they need a 
solid presence for continu- 
ity going forward.” 

The new home for the 
college would have to be 
built specifically for the 
school, Koch said. The city 
would own the building and 
lease it to the school, which 
remains a department of the 
city but is self-funded. 

“They can’t own their 
own ‘building —. the city 


“would own 2” Koch said. 


“Instead of them paying rent 
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at Presidents Place, they 
would pay it to the city and 
that would pay down the 
debt service on the build- 
ing. We don’t make a profit 
on the building — developer 
fees and all that — so we 
could build it at a cheaper 
rate for the college and of 
course the city owns it... you 
could create a rent structure 
that would be long-term that 
would give continuity again 
on their expense side. 

“T just think it would be 
tremendous, and of course 
being part of the new Quin- 
cy Center they would bring 
great vitality to the district. I 
think we’ll get there for sure 
with a new building.” 

Koch said the new facil- 
ity would likely not include 
dormitories for students, but 
a private developer could at 
some point come forward 
with a plan for dorms else- 
where in the downtown.

Most Expensive City 
For Residential Rent 


Quincy is the eighth 
most expensive city for resi- 
dential rent according to a 
recent report: by Zumper 
Boston Metro that analyzed 
16 metro cities across the 
region.

Is the view outside the door 
something to enjoy or hide? How wide are the sliding glass 
doors? Do you have young children and/or pets? What style 
do you prefer: traditional, transitional, or contemporary? 

_ What materials do you like? What is your budget? 
When it comes to the level of lighting, consider treat- 
_ ments that will not allow the sun to fade your furniture, car- 
pet or rugs, and artwork in any room or provide appropriate 
| darkness i in your bedroom.

The danger of a vehicle door opening as a bicyclist ap- 
proaches poses a very serious threat to their wellbeing. 
When opening a vehicle door, drivers and pasnenacrs are 
urged to do the following:

(the City Council) took 56 
houses (by eminent domain) 
on Upland Road one night 
to make way for the Red 
Line. I was the chairman of 
the committee and the place 
was packed. After we voted, 
I walked out and felt ter- 
rible.” 

Mr. Hannon also recalled 
the humorous side of poli- 
tics. 

In 1971, when Hannon 
was running for mayor, Mc- 
Cauley was on the ballot for 
school committee. One of 
McCauley’s campaign sup- 
porters had a “Hannon for 
Mayor” sign on the roof of 


: his car. 


They stoppéd to do some 
canvassing in Montclair. 
Walter was not too popular in 
this area of Quincy because 
of his support for the State 
Street South development. 
Many in the neighborhood 
were against the project that 
— after it was built — would 
employ hundreds (including 
many Quincy residents) and 
be the city’s largest taxpayer 
for years to come. 

“The people were com- 
ing out of the houses and 
they were screaming to get 
that car out of here. I came 
in dead last in Montclair,” 
noted Frank — who still won 
one of the three school seats 
in that election. “I guess it 
was guilt by association,” he 
said as the two chuckled. 

Then there was one par- 
ticular snowstorm during 
Walter’s mayoral term. 

_ He was out on a snow- 
plow during the storm on 
a Saturday night. He got to 
bed at 2 a.m. and then the 


phone rang a short time later 
waking him up. A guy called 
and asked, “when- are you 
going to plow my street?” 

Walter took his name and 
phone number and he called 
DPW Commissioner Pete 
Ricciuiti. There was a plow 
in the area and they cleared 
the street. 

Walter set his alarm for 


4 am. and called the guy 


back, waking him up. 

“Hey Charlie, this is Wal- 
ter Hannon. I just want to let 
you know your street’s been 


plowed.” 

“Oh,” the guy said. “I 
was asleep.” 

“Oh yeah, I was asleep at 


2:30 a.m. when you called 
me,” Walter says back to 
him. “I’m sorry to bother 
you but we have your street 
cleared curb-to-curb. You’re 
all set. 
“And the guy says, ‘Gee, 

did you have to call me?’ 

' “And I said, “Well, you 
woke me.’”” 


Mr. Hannon did not at- 


tend college’ instead going 
into the family’s tire busi- 
ness. After his father passed 
away, Walter ran the busi- 
ness. 

He was an "avid reader 
especially enjoying politi- 
cal books. He served as a 
delegate at the Republican 
Presidential Convention in 
1964 that nominated Barry 
Goldwater for president. 

“I became a Republican 
in 1952 because of President 


Eisenhower,’ Mr. Hannon . 


recalled in that interview. 
“Tf you read the life of these 
guys you learn how they 
made decisions. I liked poli- 
tics and that’s why I got into 
it. I thoroughly enjoyed it. 
And I met some wonderful, 
wonderful people.” 

Mr. Hannon. was not suc- 
cessful in his first attempt 
for public office. He lost a 
bid for state representative 
in 1962 but his high vote 
total in Ward 5 encouraged 
him to run for the ward seat 
the following year. He de- 
feated George Smith (4,171 
to 2,578 votes) to win the 
Ward 5 seat in 1963. 

That was Mr. Hannon’s 
first win at the ballot box. 

But one could say he cut 
his political teeth with a 
hockey stick in his hands. 

In 1947, Walter was a 
sophomore at NQHS. The 
school’s hockey program — 
which began in 1939 — had 
disbanded because of World 
War II. 

Walter and two of his 
hockey pals, including the 
late Fordie Pitts who be- 
came a tremendous golfer, 
appeared before the School 
Committee. The trio suc- 
cessfully lobbied the board 
to re-establish hockey as a 
varsity sport at North. 

“We simply said we 
wanted hockey to be a ma- 
jor sport at North — just like 
football and baseball,” Han- 
non recalled in a January,

2012 interview. 

Soon, the program was 
back on the ice and Han- 
non and his teammates were 
competing against other 
high schools including Mil- 
ton, Hingham, Canton and 
Walpole. 

Hannon was among the 
first group of inductees into 
the newly established NQHS 
Hockey Hall of Fame in 
2012. 

“It means a lot to me,” 
said Hannon, who arrived at

“T’ve been trying to think 
that through in my head, 
what would be most appro- 
priate for Tom. Obviously 
he is buried in Mount Wol- 
laston. I think maybe we 
add him to the historic tour, 
for one,” Koch said. 

“Two is — what I was 
thinking, and we have a 
long way to go, you may or 
may not know but we’re re- 
paving all the streets in the 
cemetery, which is being 
paid for by perpetual care 
money...it’s money that has 


to be used there. We did all 
the water fountains over. 
The last phase is probably 
going to be next year with 
restoring the gate, which 
is something that he and I 
spent some time on. 

“So perhaps the resto- 
ration of the gate could be 
in his honor or something. 
Maybe we can put that in 
one of the granite pieces.” 

Koch was asked if he 
would consider renaming 
one of the streets inside the 
cemetery in memory of Mr. 
Galvin, but the mayor said 


that is something Mr. Gal- 
vin — who was chairman of 
Quincy’s Cemetery Board 
of Managers — would not 
have wanted. 

“Tf that were se on the 
board he would say, ‘don’t 
touch the streets.’ He was 
instrumental in getting the 
street signs all redone and 
they’re all connected to 
trees and shrubbery in the 
cemetery,” the mayor said. 

“T think there is a way we 
will be able to honor him. 
I just want to flesh it out a 
little bit first.” 


Koch said plans are still 
being made for the instal- 
lation of the new arch. One 
possibility includes using it 
for a pedestrian entrance. 

“We were even talk- 
ing about putting bollards 
there and having the road 
go around it and let people 
walk through the gate. One 
of the reasons this. gate was 
taken down was the trucks — 
the size of the trucks — were 
going to be hitting the arch- 
way, which was unfortu- 
nate,” Koch said.

Rita’s Fab Fritters And Croquettes — 


By MARIE 

~Here is a recipe for both fritters and cro- 

quettes, made with left-over mashed pota- 

toes. This dish was made by my daughter, 
Rita. 

Actually, there are two recipes today. 

One for a potato fritter and the other for a 

potato croquette. 


POTATO FRITTERS 


Left over mashed potato about 2 cups — 
1 egg 

3 tablespoons of vegetable oil 

14 cup parmesan cheese 

1 teaspoon fresh parsley chopped or fresh 
basil 

1 garlic clove finely chopped, or 1 tea- 
spoon garlic powder (optional) 

Salt and pepper to taste 


Mix the potato, egg, parmesan cheese, 
garlic, parsley and salt and pepper until 
well blended. Heat the oil and drop the frit- 
ters by tablespoon into the frying pan. 

Fry the fritters turning until golden 
brown on both sides. Drain on paper towel 
and keep warm in a warming oven if not 
eating right away. 


Potato Croquettes include the _ingredi- 
ents except in the end, after mixing the in- 
gredients, you will then dredge the ingre- 
dients in a little flour, egg, milk and corn 
flake crumbs. Form the potato mixture into 
balls, and then roll in flour, egg-milk and 
corm flake crumbs mixture. Sauté in hot oil 
until brown. as 

POTATO CROQUETTES 
2 cups mashed potatoes 
1 egg 
3 tablespoons of vegetable oil 
14 cup Parmesan cheese 
1 tablespoon chopped parsley, or fresh 
basil 
1 garlic clove, finely chopped, or 1 tea- 
spoon garlic powder (optional) 
Salt and pepper to taste 


FOR DREDGING: 

1 beaten egg, mixed with a little milk 
% cup of flour 
% cup of corn flake crumbs 

Place the potato mixture in the flour first, 
then the egg and then the corn flake crumbs. 
I usually use paper plates for the flour and 
corn flake crumb for easy cleaning.

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How Harmful Is Stress To Our Health?

Stress is a fact of nature 

in which influences . from 
the inside or outside world 
affect the individual, either 
one’s emotional or physi- 
cal well-being, or both. The 
individual responds to stress 
in ways that affect them, as 
well as their environment. 
Due to the excess of stress in 
our modern lives, we usually 
think of stress as a negative 
experience, but from a bio- 
logical point of view, stress 
can be a neutral, negative, or 
positive experience. 

In general, stress is re- 
lated to both external and 
internal factors. External 
factors include the physi- 
cal environment, including 
your job, your relationships 
with others, your home, 
and all the circumstances, 
challenges, complexities, 
and expectations you’re 
confronted with on a daily 
basis. Internal factors deter- 
mine your body’s ability to 
respond to, and deal with, 
the external stress-inducing 
elements. Internal factors 
which influence your abil- 


ity to handle stress include 
your nutritional status, over- 
all health and fitness levels, 
emotional well-being, and 
the amount of sleep and rest 
you obtain. ; 
Humans are highly adap- 
tive creatures because of 
the evolution of the human 
brain, especially the part 
called the neo-cortex. This 
adaptability is largely due 
to the changes and stressors 
that we have faced and mas- 
tered. Therefore, we, unlike 
other animals, can live in 
any climate or ecosystem, at 
variable altitudes, and avoid 
the danger of predators. Fur- 
thermore, we have learned to 
live in the air, under the wa- 
ter, and even in outer space, 
where no other living crea- 
tures have ever survived. So 
then, why is stress so bad? 
Excess stress can mani- 
fest itself in a multitude of 
emotional, behavioral, and 
even physical symptoms, 
and the symptoms of stress 
fluctuate enormously among 
different individuals. Com- 
mon somatic (physical) 
symptoms often reported by 
those experiencing excess 


stress include sleep distur- 
bances or changes in sleep- 
ing habits including insom- 
nia or sleeping too much, 
muscle tension, muscle 
aches, headache, gastroin- 
testinal problems, and fa- 
tigue. Symptoms of many 
preexisting medical condi- 
tions can also worsen during 
periods of stress. Emotional 
and behavioral symptoms 
that can accompany excess 
stress include nervousness, 
anxiety, changes in eating 
habits including overeat- 


ing or undereating (leading . 


to weight gain or loss), loss 
of eagerness or energy, and 
mood changes, like irritabil- 
ity and depression. Keep in 
mind, none of these signs 
or symptoms means for cer- 
tain that there is an elevated 
stress level since all of these 
symptoms can be precipi- 
tated by other medical and/ 
or psychological conditions. 

It is also acknowledged 
that people under stress 
have a greater propensity 
to engage in unhealthy be- 
haviors, such as excessive 
use or abuse of alcohol and 
drugs, tobacco use, and mak-

ing poor exercise and nutri- 
tional choices, than their 
less-stressed counterparts. 
These unhealthy behaviors 
can further escalate the seri- 
ousness of symptoms relat- 
ed to stress, often leading to 
a vicious cycle of symptoms 
and detrimental behaviors. 

The experience of stress 
is highly individualized. 
What signifies overwhelm- 
ing stress for one person may 
not be perceived as stress at 
all by another. Similarly, 
the symptoms and signs of 
poorly managed stress will 
be distinctive for each per- 
son. 

Stress comes in many 
forms and affects people of 
all ages and all walks of life. 
No external benchmarks can 
be applied to predict stress 
levels in individuals; one 
need not have a tradition- 
ally stressful job to experi- 
ence workplace stress, just 
as a parent of one child may 
experience more parenting 
stress than a parent of sev- 
eral children. The degree 
of stress in our lives is ex- 
tremely dependent upon in- 
dividual components such 
as our physical health, the 
quality of our interpersonal 
relationships, the amount of 
obligations and responsibili- 
ties we bear, the degree of 
others’ dependence and ex- 
pectations of us, the amount 
of support we receive from 
others, and the number of 
changes or traumatic events 
that have occurred in our 
lives in recent times. How- 
ever, it is possible to make 
some generalizations. Peo- 
ple with sufficient or strong 
social support networks re- 
port less stress and overall 
improved mental health in 
comparison to those with- 
out adequate social support. 
People who are poorly nour- 
ished, who get insufficient 
sleep, or who are physically 


ailing also have a reduced 
capacity to manage the pres- 
sures and stresses of every- 
day life and may report el- 
evated stress levels. Some 
stressors are predominantly 
associated with certain 
age groups or life stages. 
Children,teens, the newly- 
weds, working parents, sin- 
gle parents, and seniors are 
examples of the groups who 
often face common stressors 
related to transitions in their 
lives. 
Research shows _ that 
there is mounting evidence 
pointing to abnormal stress 
responses as Causing or con- 
tributing to various diseases 
or conditions. These include 
anxiety disorders, depres- 
sion and substance abuse. 
Stress can affect virtually 
every organ system, be- 
ing associated with condi- 
tions as as skin disorders or 
hives, high blood pressure, 
cardiovascular diseases, 
certain gastrointestinal dis- 
eases, some cancers, and 
even the process of aging 
itself. Stress also appears to 
intensify the frequency and 
severity of migraine head- 
aches, episodes of asthma, 
and fluctuations of blood 
sugar in those with diabetes. 
There also is scientific evi- 
dence indicating that people 
experiencing psychologi- 
cal stress are more prone to 
developing colds and other 
infections than their less- 
stressed peers. Overwhelm-

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ing psychological stress, 
also referred to as trauma, 
can precipitate both tempo- 
‘Yary (transient) and long- 
lasting (chronic) symptoms 
of a serious psychiatric ill- 
ness called posttraumatic 
stress disorder (PTSD). 
Uncontrollable, unpre- 
dictable, and constant stress 
has widespread consequenc- 
es in regards to our physical 
and mental health. Stress can 
begin in the womb and reap- 
pear throughout life. One of 
the potential pathological 
consequences of stress is 
a learned helplessness that 
precedes hopelessness and 
helplessness of clinical de- 
pression. Additionally, many 
illnesses, such as chronic 
anxiety, high blood pres- 
sure, heart disease, and ad- 
dictive disorders, also seem 
to be influenced by chronic 
or overwhelming _ stress. 
Furthermore, research has 
shown us the biological pro- 
cesses that explain what we 
all intuitively know to be 
fact, which is, that excessive 
stress, particularly when. we 
cannot predict it or control 
its recurrence, is harmful to 
our health.

“The grounds of Mount 
Wollaston Cemetery serve 
as a living memorial to so 
many of our past Quincy 
residents,’ said Mayor 
Thomas Koch. “These 
improvements honor their 


_ lives and the entire area can 


be appreciated by visitors, 
walkers and historians.” 

The first phase of work, 
completed last spring by 
the Department of Public 
Works, included replace- 
ment of a 100-year-old wa- 
ter main that ran through the 
middle of the cemetery from 
' the Sea Street gate to aa 


mount Road. Approximately 
three miles (15,000 ft.) of 
water service line was in- 
stalled to 74 new water fau- 
cets mounted on decorative 
granite posts with granite 
splash pads. The faucets are 
used by cemetery visitors to 
water plants and flowers at 
loved ones gravesites. Un- 
derground irrigation. was 
installed throughout the vet- 
erans’ section. 

Consecrated in 1855, the 
52-acre cemetery was added 


to the National Registry of 


Historic Places in 1984. It 
is the eternal resting place 
of some of the city’s most 


important historic figures 
including members of the 
Adams and Quincy families. 
It offers some of the most 
impressive monuments ever 
created with Quincy granite 
and it is a place where one 
can learn a great deal about 
the city’s history. 

The third phase, set to 
begin next spring, includes’ 
restoration to the cemetery’s 
main entrance along Sea 
Street as well as a major tree 
planting throughout the en- 
tire cemetery. Quincy Com- 
munity Preservation Act 
funds were used towards 
planning and design.

‘Rat Holes’ In The 
Social Security System

Dear Rusty: I am single and will be 63 on July 1 this 
year. I was born in 1955. I have been considering retiring 
sooner rather than later. (In other words, before FRA, which 
for me is 66 and 2 months). I have been reading about the 
“rat holes” in the Social Security system that may affect my 
timing for when I choose to begin my SS - I can’t quite 
figure out a strategy as to when to begin my SS so as not to 
fall into that rat hole. 

Can you possibly advise me as to when would be the 
soonest that I should choose and not “take a hit”, so to 


speak? Or does it not really matter that much? Signed: Try- 


ing to Decide 
Dear Trying: I’m not sure what you’ve been reading 


which describes Social Security’s “rat holes,” but it sounds — 


to mé like hyperbole designed to get you to buy something. 
Social Security really doesn’t have any secrets or nefarious 
traps designed to cheat you out of the money you’ve earned 
from a lifetime of working, although it is a necessarily com- 
plex topic, which governs a myriad of possible claiming 
choices by millions of different people. But at a basic level 
the rules are pretty simple: if you claim benefits at your full 
retirement age you'll get 100% of the benefit you are en- 
titled to from your lifetime of working; if you apply sooner 
you'll get less and if you claim later you’ll get more. Age 
62 is the earliest you can collect and age 70 is the latest you 
should apply. 

Deciding when to claim your Social Security is never 
really a simple matter, but rather one that should take into 
account your health, your family history of longevity, and 
your current and future financial needs. If you’re in good 
health, come from a family, which typically lives to a ripe 
old age and don’t really need the money right now, then 
waiting until at least your FRA and possibly longer will get 
you a bigger benefit check. But if you’re sickly and/or need 
the extra money now to pay your basic living — then 
collecting earlier makes a lot of sense. 

The fact is that Social Security was designed to pay out 
about the same amount of money regardless of what age 
you apply - if you claim early your checks are smaller but 
you get more of them; if you wait until later your checks are 
bigger but you don’t get as many. But that logic depends 
almost entirely on how long you live. 

You may want to do a “break even analysis” whioh will 
show how long you would need to live to break even if you 
collected at age 66 versus collecting at age 63, or when you 
would break even if you waited until you are 70 to apply 
versus claiming at your FRA. Of course, if you live beyond 
the break-even age you’re ahead money, and the average 
life expectancy today is in ‘the ine ers (slightly more Lond 
women). 

So as to your specific question of when is the soonest you 
can collect without “taking a hit”, that would be at your full 
retirement age when you’ll get 100 percent of the benefit 
you’ve earned from working your entire life. If you claim 


earlier than that your benefit amount will be reduced by — 


about 6.7 percent for each year early, and if you apply later 
than your FRA your benefit amount will grow by 8 percent 
for each year you delay up to age 70 when it reaches maxi- 
mum. Does it really matter that much? Well that depends on 
how healthy you are, how long you think you will live and 


‘how badly you need the money. But it’s a choice only you 


can make.

Koch, in the recent inter- 
view, said he has spoken to 
Walsh since the January an- 
nouncement.

ever, and Quincy’s mayor 
does not believe a deal to 
end the dispute is possible. 


“He’s trying to make his . 


case with me and I’ve staked 
out my position with him,” 
Koch said. “I just don’t see 
any agreement coming on 
this.” 

Before Boston can begin 
rebuilding the bridge, sev- 
eral regulatory bodies must 
approve the plan. Those in- 
clude the Quincy Conserva- 
tion and Planning Board, the 
U.S. Coast Guard and Army 
Corps of Engineers, and a 
state environmental review. 

Koch said his adminis- 
tration is prepared to make 
its case against the bridge to 
each of those bodies. 

“There are a lot of regu- 
latory issues that they have 
to go through and we’re go- 
ing to be meeting them ev- 
ery step of the way,” he said. 


_ “T don’t know at the end of 


the day if we can completely 
stop it — that’s my. goal. We 
sure as hell can slow it down 
and that’s something we’ll 
definitely be doing.” 

One issue some Quincy 
officials and residents have 
raised is the possibility of 


‘development on Long Is- 


land if the bridge were to be 
rebuilt. Walsh has said he is 
willing to place restrictions 
on development there, Koch 
said, but Quincy’s mayor is 
concerned ‘another Boston 
mayor could do away with 
them. 

“[Walsh] indicated in 
general he’d be willing to do 
some restrictions out there, 
but if he’s no longer mayor 
of Boston and the next guy 
comes in, they’re not held to 
the same deal,” Koch said. 

“Once the bridge goes up 


_ it just opens up all kinds of 


possible traffic for all kinds 
of potential development 
out there.” . 
Koch also disputed the 
claim made by some bridge 
proponents that Quin YP 
opposition to the propos@ias 
an example of NIMB Yisiis . 
“Part of the argument fig 
people are out there mowee 
ing off about is ‘Quitity 
doesn’t want these people 
their community.’ The real- 
ity*is Boston doesn’t want

Let’s be serious,” Koch 
said. 

“I don’t know that ware- 
housing people out there like 
that is a good idea in today’s 
day and age. When you look 
at the Gavin House, the 
Cushing House, they’re in 
communities. These folks 
that are getting back on their 
feet are connected to ser-

vices. They’re connected to 
jobs. I don’t know how you 
do that out on an island.” 

“Even if they want to 
make the case that that 
should be out there, then 
they ought to be looking at 
a ferry,” Koch added. 

During a community 
meeting this spring, Koch 
announced his plan to open 
the Independence Avenue 
entrance to the Quincy Ad- 
ams MBTA station on a per- 
manent basis this fall. 

In the recent interview 
Koch said city officials are 
still working with the T on 
several issues related to the 
gate opening, including the 
hours it will be open. 

“Those are the things 
we’ re kind of kicking around 
now, he said. “We’ve been 
wrapped up with the T on 
some other issues, but we’ ve 
got some meetings sched- 
uled to go through those 
kinds of things.” 

Koch said he has two 
concerns about opening the 
gate — illegal parking in the 
nearby residential neighbor- 
hood and traffic from vehi- 
cles dropping off and pick- 
ing up commuters. 

“The two main concerns, 
at least from my perspec- 
tive, are illegal parking that 
may occur, so we’re trying 
to work out a resident park- 
ing program, which I think 
can be managed,” he said. 

“The second piece, 
which is more challenging, 
is the kiss-and-ride thing — 
the drop-off thing. Indepen- 
dence is narrow. If people 
start double parking to drop 
or waiting to pick someone 
up because it’s raining out, 
I think that could become a 
real challenge traffic-wise. 
We’ ve got to be real careful 
on managing that, and I’ve 
talked to [Mayor] Joe Sul- 
livan in Braintree about it — 
he’s willing to commit some 
resources as well to make 
sure that doesn’t happen.” 

In the future, Koch sug- 
gested the T or city could 
look to purchase homes near 
the entrance to create a drop- 
off and pick-up area. 

“T think eventually down 
the road — whether it’s the T 
or it’s the city — perhaps a 
couple houses are purchased 
near there and you create a 
20- or 25-car kiss-and-ride 
spot where people can pull 
off. the road and pick up 


their loved one,” he said. 


The mayor is a life- 
long resident of Newbury 
Avenue, which is just two 
blocks from the North Quin- 
cy MBTA station. Based on 
his experience living there, 
Koch said some residents’ 
fears of increased crime fol- 
lowing the opening of the 
Independence Avenue gate 
are overblown. 

“IT don’t see it as ah-~is- 
sue,” Koch said when asked 
“Tm two 
blocks from the T in North 


Quincy...we’ve never expe- 
rienced that. . 

“I think the concerns 
were a little exaggerated. I 
think there are real issues, 
like I stated, that can be 
managed.” 

Christopher Cassani, the 
head of the city’s traffic and 
parking department, is final- 
izing a plan for a residen- 
tial parking program in the 
neighborhood near the sta- 
tion, Koch said. 

“That’s something that 
his department is putting 
together as we speak — the 
ordinance that will be re- 
quired. Those will be sub- 
mitted to the council as part 
of a package,” Koch said. “I 
know on my street years ago 
we had no signs, so people 
would just park and walk up 
the street...Once the signs 
.went in they started ticket- 
ing — the issue went away.” 

Koch noted the city’s new 
budget includes funding to 
hire two new parking con- 
trol officers — doubling the 
number the city has — one 
of whom will be assigned to 
the area near the gate. 

“The enforcementis key,” 
he said. “As you know, we 
added two positions to that 
department on enforcement 
and ticketing writing — at 
least one will be dedicated 
to that area.” 

The budget also set aside 
funds to improve the inter- 
section of Independence 
Avenue and Verchild Street 
by adding a signal. Cassani 


_is in the process of working 


out plans for that intersec- 
tion, Koch said. 

The gate issue has been 
controversial since the sta- 
tion first opened in the 
1980s. Koch said residents 
living in the vicinity of the 
gate today want access to 


public transportation. 
“The younger people 
want access,” he said. 


“When that T station went 
in, it was an older neigh- 
borhood — these people had 
never used public transpor- 
tation. But the people today, 
they want access to public 
transportation. I can’t blame 
them — it’s right there.” 

While the opening of the 
gate is meant to be perma- 
nent, Koch said the decision 
could be revisited should the 
traffic situation prove to be 
unmanageable. 

‘“T wouldn’t shut .the 
door on closing it,” he said. 
“Always keep your options 
open. You can’t predict ev- 
erything. I think it’s going to 
work though. I really do.” 

Opening the gate, he 
added, could improve the 
traffic situation because 
residents who now drive to 
Quincy Adams or other T 
stations will now be able to 
walk instead. 

“The other thing it does is 
less cars on the road. Those 
people are driving to the sta- 
tions in many cases where.

they would just walk to the 
gate and be there,” Koch 
said. 
Last fall, the City Coun- 
cil approved $500,000 to 
begin studying a_ public 
safety headquarters that will 
provide a new home for the 
Quincy Police and Fire De- 
partments, as well as several 
other city departments. 
Koch said he spoke to 
the architectural and engi- 
neering team responsible for 
that study in late June. That 
group is now in the process 
of reaching out to the vari- 
ous city departments that 


could one day move into the 


new building. 

“Tt’s study/some concep- 
tual design work, and from 
there we bring it to the next 
level,” Koch said. “They’re 
meeting with the depart- 
ments that are affected and 
going over square footage 
needs, possible layouts, that 
kind of stuff.” 
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The new headquarters 
would be located in the vi- 
cinity of the current police 
station at 1 Sea St. It would 
serve as a replacement for 
the police station and house 
at least the administrative of- 
fices for the fire department. 


It has not been determined if. 


the apparatus af the Quincy 
Avenue firehouse will move 
into the new building as 
well. 

“I don’t know yet wheth- 
er we would move the sta- 
tion there from Quincy Ave 
because now you’re affect- 
ing response times, so we’ ve 
got to look at that closely,” 
Koch said. “Some response 
times might be better, some 
might be longer, and I cer- 
tainly don’t want to add any 

time to response times for 
people today that have that 
expectation of immediate — 
two or three minutes — from 
a 9-1-1 call. So all that’s got 
to be looked at.”

“Until we go through all 
the numbers,” the mayor 
added later, “I’m not yet 
committed to moving the 
station until I see how does 
it adversely affect South 
Quincy, Faxon Park, ‘that 
whole area, because that’s 
what it serves.

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the popular vote in 1824, 
and was unable to get any- 
thing through Congress. 

Things would only get 
worse for Adams, Fitzger- 
ald said. He would lose the 
1828 election to Jackson. 
The next year his eldest son, 
George Washington Adams, 
died after either falling or 
jumping from a ship in Long 
Island Sound. 

“Tt is really, really a dark, 
dark time in his life, and it 
includes the death of his fa- 
ther,” Fitzgerald said. 

John Quincy Adams was 
in Washington on July 4, 
1826, when his father died 
in the Old House at Peace- 
field, now part of the Adams 
National Historical Park. 
He was already en route to 
Quincy — having heard his 
father’s health had gone 
downhill — when he learned 
of his passing five days lat- 
er. 

The sixth president ar- 
rived back in Quincy on 
July 13, six days after his 
father had been buried in the 
Hancock Cemetery along- 
side Abigail. 

“John Quincy missed his 
father’s funeral and | think 
that’s significant,’ Fitzger- 
ald said. “He just didn’t go 
through the process, the 
ritual...that gives you reso- 
lution.” ; 

Adams was left to settle 
his father’s estate and was in 
a position to take ownership 
of the Old House. Doing so, 
however, would have put 
him further in debt. 

“Everybody thinks the 
smart move is to sell,” 
Fitzgerald said. “But within 
one day, he decides to take 
the house.” 

Fitzgerald said Adams 
identified the Old House 
as the place he could retire 
to upon leaving the White 
House. The sixth president 
wrote, “I shall, in two or 
three years if indulged with 
life and health, need a place 
to retire. Where else should 
I go? This will be a safe and 
pleasant retreat where I can 
pursue literary occupations 
as long as I can take plea- 
sure in them.” 

Adams would remain in 
Quincy for several months 
following his father’s death, 
and Fitzgerald said he grew 
accustomed to the pattern of 
daily life in the town. 

““He’s conducting settling 
his father’s business. He’s 
going through the process 
of completion of mourn- 
ing,” Fitzgerald said. “But 
he’s also gradually falling 
and moving easily into the 
rhythms and the patterns the 
town’s life.” 

Adams did not retire, 
pb. after leaving of- 

ce. He was elected to the 
us House of Bpepresenta- 


Adams become a leading 
figure in the fight against 
slavery while in Congress. 

Had Adams opted to live 
outside of Quincy, Fitzger- 
ald said his career in the 
House might not have hap- 
pened. 

“It’s a historical fact 
that by staying in Quincy, 
Adams made possible his 
election to Congress and 
his final 17 years of promi- 
nence,” Fitzgerald said. “If 
he moved somewhere else, 
nobody would have asked 
him to serve. It only hap- 
pened because he stayed.” 

Douglas Adams, a de- 
scendent of John and Abi- 
gail, highlighted the history 
of the United First Parish 
Church and the presidential 
crypt that holds his ances- 
tors. John Adams in 1822 
gifted the land where the 
church now stands to the 
then town of Quincy, and 
also established a trust fund 
used to pay part of the cost 
of building the new struc- 
ture. John Quincy Adams, 
Douglas noted, in 1827 pur- 
chased the land for the part 
of the crypt where John and 
Abigail are now entombed. 
They were moved from the 
Hancock Cemetery to the 
crypt in 1828, the same year 
the new church opened. 

“The interment of John 
Adams signified a perma- 
nence to his father’s legacy, 
which was strongly identi- 
fied with the United First 
Parish,” Douglas said. 

It was another-Adams — 
John Quincy’s son Charles 
Francis, who would serve 
as ambassador to Britain 
during the Civil War — who 
set aside the additional area 
in the crypt where the sixth 
president and his wife are 
entombed. John Quincy and 
Louisa Catherine were en- 
tombed there in 1852, fol- 
lowing her death earlier that 
year. 

Mayor Thomas Koch said 
the new Hancock-Adams 
Common — which will con- 
nect City Hall, the church 
and the Hancock Cemetery 
when it opens in September 
— will give dignity back to 
the presidents and first la- 
dies entombed in the crypt. 

“This park is a beautiful 
symbol and really brings to- 
gether our history here — this 
beautiful stone temple, the 
magnificent town hall across 
the street and the original 
burial ground again across 
the street,” Koch said. “For 
many years this stone tem- 
ple became really a traffic 
rotary, so finally we’re go- 
ing to have that dignity the 
presidents and their wives 
deserves.” 

The new park will include 
statues for the two men for 
whom it is named — John 
Adams and John Hancock. 
The mayor said he will soon

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Pre-Collision System, Vehicle Towing, Low Profile Tires 
Ask John Paul: AAA New England’s Car Doctor 


I purchased a new Subaru with the advanced safety 
system (EyeSight) that is designed to help prevent col- 
lisions and hopefully keep me and my family safer, es- 
pecially as I get older. On a recent trip to Western Mas- 
sachusetts it was raining very hard and I got a warning, 
the system shut down. On the return trip everything was 
fine. My question is: did the system malfunction, get wet 
or doesn’t it work when I may need it the most? The 
dealer just shrugged off the question. 

Like many newer cars the pre-collision system uses a 
system of sensors, cameras or a combination of both. I have 
driven many Subaru vehicles in all kinds of weather and 
found that as good as they are, the advanced safety features 
are not perfect in all weather conditions. Not surprisingly 
snow is a problem if the cameras get covered. This is the 
same for heavy rain or even very bright sun. There is nothing 
wrong with your car; these pre-collision systems have limi- 
tations. Over time they continue to get better, but no system 
yet takes the place of an engaged fully aware driver. 

I recently purchased a 2015 Toyota Corolla and own 
a small Sunfish sail boat. I also have a small utility trail- 
er. I used to tow both with my previous car which was 
mid-sized and had a V-6 engine. When I asked the deal- 
er about towing with the Corolla they advised against it 
and suggested buy a truck. 

According to the Toyota parts supplier website the 2015 
Corolla has a surprising towing capacity of 1,500 pounds. 
With a properly installed trailer hitch you should be able to 
safely tow your trailers. 

I have a Chevy Tahoe that is setting a P0305 code. I 
replaced the fuel filter, plugs and wires. Now it seems 
as if I have no compression in one cylinder. It is run- 
ning very rough and sounds like an idling cement truck. 
When driving above 50-55 miles per hour it rides fine. 
Below that speed it jerks uncontrollably, begins to hesi- 
tate, then stalls. What could it be? If it is the engine that 
is bad, does it make sense just swap the engine? 

The first thing you need to do it determine if in fact there 
is low compression in one or more cylinders. The code is 
telling you the issue is with cylinder 5. A compression test 
or cylinder leak-down test will better determine what is 
wrong. From this point you should be able to determine if it 
is a lack of compression due to a valve or piston failure. The 
repair could be a valve-job or engine rebuild. Depending on 
the overall condition of the truck, a used engine might be the 
most economical repair. 

I have a 2010 Honda CR-V with 4-wheel drive and 
about 106,500 miles. When I am traveling at around the 
35-40 mph there is a loud rumbling/vibration noise. It 
doesn’t happen when the car is accelerating from a stop 
and doesn’t seem to be there at highway speeds. The 
noise/rumble is just when slightly pushing the gas at 35- 
40 mph. The noise does not come from the engine area 
and it seems like it comes from the rear of the car. Any 
ideas? 

I would start with an overall diagnosis of the vehicle. This 
should include a.performance test of the engine. Something 
as simple as a slight engine misfire that might be enough to 
cause a slight shudder but not enough to set a check engine 
light. The other possibility is there is an internal transmission 
failure. Some Honda models (CR-V is one) had an internal 
failure that caused a fracture of a shaft support bearing/ring. 
The other less expensive issue is the rear differential fluid 
may need changing or may have been changed without us- 
ing Honda fluid. A good technician should be able to find the 
source of the rumbling noise. 

I have a question regarding a white film that I have 
on my windshield and I can’t seem to remove. The car is 
a 1999 Mercury Sable, I have replaced the wiper blades, 
tried windshield clay, extra fine steel wool, and Auto 
Glass Stripper. Nothing has worked, the white film re-

mains. I am wondering if it could have been from wiper 
blades that might have scored the windshield? I don’t 
know what else to try and wanted to reach out to you to 
see if you had any suggestions? : 


I have seen this happen before when bug and tar remover | 


is used on windshield glass. A chemical in the cleaner etches 
the glass and causes a milky streak. You may find the ony 
answer is replacing the windshield. 

I have a 2013 Ford Edge and the brake pedal will go 
to floor but not all the time. The first time I had brake 
power booster replaced under a recall in late 2016. In 
2017 I had the same problem with the brake pedal and 
they replaced the power booster again about a year from 
the first replacement. Now about six months later the 
same thing happened, and the dealer tested the car and 
couldn’t find any problems. I know it is not the master 
brake cylinder because when they changed the booster 
they would have noticed leakage. My problem is you 
don’t know when this will happen, I looked online and 
found the Ford Edge has had over 300 brake problems 


and some of the those had the same problem asIdo.Any . 


solutions, answers or what is my next avenue. 

The brake booster was replaced due to a tear in the dia- 
phragm that initially causes a low pedal and when it gets 
worse it causes a hard pedal. I’m not convinced the master 
cylinder is not faulty. It is possible that the seals are leaking 
internally and causing the pedal to drop. If this happens and 
you pump the brake pedal and the height comes uP I believe 
the master-cylinder is the issue. 

I saw your article in the paper where a person was 
talking about their 2012 Honda Pilot. I have the same 
vibration problem with a 2012 Honda Civic. The local 
mechanic told me he felt the tires wore badly and is caus- 


- ing the vibration, he rotated them and now it’s worse. 


They checked over everything and could not find any- 
thing wrong. The noise is very loud like there is some- 
thing dragging. Now I am thinking that there are more 
of us with this vibration issue on 2012 Honda models. 
What do you think? 

The loud noise is likely from the badly worn/cupped 
tires. When the tires were rotated the noise travelled which 
tells me that it is a tire noise. At this point I would carefully 
inspect the steering and suspension system. The technician 
should pay special attention to the rear strut mounts which 
historically have had some issues. At this point I would con- 
sider replacing the tires and having the car aligned. I would 
also rotate the tires as recommend by Honda — about every 
10 000 miles. 

I’m a 70-year-old widow and in February I traded in 
my 2011 Mercedes wagon for a 2016 Mercedes. I pur- 
chased this new model because it had all the latest safety 
features, which I hope makes it a safer car to drive. The 
car only had 26 miles on it and it had a four-year war- 
ranty and great financing. The bad news is that it also 
has low profile tires on it. In the past months I have had 
to replace the two right side tires twice due to poor roads 
and potholes (I drive to Connecticut and New York quite 
a bit). People have suggested snow tires or changing the 
wheels installing regular tires. I don’t want to do any- 
thing that could void the warranty and I’d like your 
opinion on how to proceed. 

The tires are most likely a 40 series low profile tire. 


Tires like this are very susceptible to damage from poorly - 


maintained roads and bumping curbs. There is an option- 
al tire with a smaller wheel and larger tire that keeps the 
same overall tire diameter, that may help. Changing all four 
wheels and tires will be an expensive solution and it may 
only offer a marginal improvement. As you vary from the 
factory recommendation you start to re-engineer the vehicle 
which can have a negative effect on overall handling and 
potentially could affect the warranty.

I like driving a manual shift car and really want my 
next car to be a stick-shift. The problem is my husband 
doesn’t know how to drive a car with a clutch and thinks 
the whole idea is stupid. What are your thoughts about 
stick-shifts and would you own one? 

I think everyone should know how to drive a stick-shift 
and it would certainly cut down on texting and other distrac- 
tions while driving. There are very few things that I enjoy 
more than driving a car with a manual transmission, unless 
I’m stuck in a two-hour traffic jam. For most people auto- 


‘matic transmissions are the best choice. Perhaps your next 


car could be an automatic transmission with a manual mode 
or you could buy a used Mazda Miata for a “fun” car 

We own a 1992 Pontiac 4-door sedan that seems to 
shudder and slip lately when I accelerate. This happens 
more first thing in the morning and gets a little better 
later in the day. Hard acceleration is strangely okay, it 
is more as I gradually speed up. What do you think it 
could be? 

There are many problems that match your description. 
It could be the transmission slipping, so I would start with 
an inspection of the fluid level and condition. The problem 
could also be ignition or fuel related. At this point check all 
the basics and then consider having the car evaluated by a 
professional technician. At 26 years old unless the car is in 


very good condition, I would carefully consider how much | 


you spend on repairs. 

The check engine light comes on and then off and it is 
now back on. I had a test done at local auto parts store 
that showed a code of PO138. They told me this indicates 
a problem with the oxygen sensor, which I purchased 
and installed. I replaced the oxygen sensor and the light 
never went out. I contacted the mechanic that services 
my vehicle when I can’t, and he said codes don’t always 
indicate what is wrong. Now what do I do? 

Computer fault codes can sometimes be misleading, even 
to the best technician. There is a specific trouble shooting 
procedure that needs to be followed for correct diagnosis 
and repair. The sensor will never work correctly if the wir- 
ing to and from the sensor have a problem. A technician will 
usually check for proper voltage and grounds to the sen- 
sor. Even a new sensor with a faulty ground circuit will not 
function properly. 

I have a 10-year old Toyota and the high beam bulbs 
have a much shorter life than the low beam bulbs. This 
doesn’t make sense since I only use the high-beams on 
my car maybe 10 percent of the time. Any idea what is 
going on? 

The first test that needs to be performed is to measure 
the voltage at the bulbs, higher than normal voltage will 
certainly cause short bulb life. You never mentioned what 
model Toyota you have but some Avalon models had this 
problem and it was remedied with a new bulb and headlight 
housing. 

I own a Range Rover and from time to time the “info- 
tainment” system just seems to reset while driving down 
the road. I paid over $80,000 for this luxury SUV and I 
don’t expect it to “reboot” at 70 miles per hour. What is 
going on? 

More than ever today’s vehicles are mobile computer sys- 
tems, with massive computer power and in some case their 
own IP addresses and Wi-Fi hot spots. I have had similar 
issues in many makes and models and perhaps it is just a re- 
sult of my age, but we may be putting too much technology 
in vehicles today. In 2016 Range Rover there was a similar 
issue that the screen would go blank and it was repaired 
with updated software. Return to the dealer and have them 
check if there are software updates to remedy this problem. 
Today it seems as if more vehicles get fixed with software 
updates than replacement parts.

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On Friday, July 6, at approximately 6 p.m., Officers 
David Levine, Lisa Devine and Sean Fitzgerald were dis- 
patched to the area of Elm Avenue and Phillips Street on a 
report of a motor vehicle accident. 

While en route to the location, Communications in- 
formed the responding units the suspect vehicle was at- 
tempting to flee but due to the damage it could not be driven 
away. Another update stated the suspect vehicle was now 
parked on Willow Street. 

Officers Levine and Officer Fitzgerald arrived on scene 
and began interviewing three individuals around the suspect 
vehicle, which had heavy front-end damage along with the 
passenger side of the front windshield smashed. When asked 
who was driving, a male stated, “I was the driver but it was 
not my fault.” He added a male passenger who was sitting 
in the back seat reached over his shoulder and grabbed the 
steering wheel causing him to crash into the rear end of an- 
other vehicle. He identified this person and said that he did 
not know where he went. 

Within a few minutes, Officer Devine radioed she had 
the suspect detained on Hancock Street at Elm Avenue. She 
examined the passenger and saw that he had minor injuries 
and was highly intoxicated so Brewster Ambulance was re- 
quested. 

Officer Levine questioned the other two passengers and 
they confirmed the passenger did grab the steering wheel 
causing the crash. These two passengers also had minor in- 
juries but were being belligerent and confrontational when 
offered medical treatment. 

Officer Levine then turned his attention to the operator, 
who was very unsteady on his feet with the moderate smell 
of an alcoholic beverage emanating from his breath. His 
eyes were bloodshot and glassy with pinpoint pupils. He 
was talking nonsensical and hard to understand due to his 
slurred speech. 

As Officer Levine was filing his report, he heard Officer 
Fitzgerald raise his voice ordering the driver to get back. 
The operator was now in a fighting stance with both fists 
clenched walking towards Officer Fitzgerald who had his 
pepper spray in hand and was giving repeated verbal com- 
mands for him to get back. Officer Levine hurried over to 
Officer Fitzgerald’s position and he too told the operator 
to cease his movement towards the Officers and to put his 
hands on the car. 

The operator then put his hands on the vehicle and when 
Officer Fitzgerald attempted to handcuff him, the operator 


clenched his fists and began ac- 
tively resisting. He was given 
verbal commands several times 
to stop resisting and then with 
fists clenched and a crazed look 
in his eyes, he turned toward the 
officers. 

Fearing an attack, Officer 
Levine took out his baton and 
struck the driver in the calf area 
of his right leg. After three to 
four strikes, the operator stopped 
his forward movement/assaul- 
tive behavior and was handcuffed. During this encounter, 
the other two individuals began closing in on the two of- 
ficers almost to the point of interfering. 

The operator, a 34-year-old Brockton resident, was 
charged with operating under the influence of liquor/2nd of- 
fense, reckless operation of a motor vehicle, leaving scene 
of property damage and marked lanes violation. The driv- 
er’s vehicle was towed and held for 18 hours due to the OUI 
charge.

ANOTHER JOB WELL DONE 

On Monday, July 9, at approximately 8 a.m., Detective 
Mark Folan and Anti Crime Officer Ryan Donnelly met 
with a local church representative concerning a possible 
larceny. The representative said she is a volunteer for the 
church outreach group and believed that a female suspect 
defrauded the church of $295 in Stop & Shop gift cards by 
using different identities. 

The purpose of the cards were to provide food for those 
who have no money. 

The officers met with the representative who stated on 
June 1, 2018, a woman identifying herself as a Rose White 
(false name) of Quincy reached out to the outreach group 
for assistance. After a short interview, Ms. White was given 
$295 in Stop & Shop gift cards to help her. 

On June 15, 2018, a woman named Brennock (false. 


name) contacted the outreach group for assistance, but the 
representative recognized the phone number as the same 
phone number that Ms. White used. The representative be- 
lieved this was suspicious so she told them they couldn’t 
offer assistance at this time. 

On July 6, 2018, the representative was contacted by a 
member of a sister volunteer group from Bellingham stat- 
ing that they were referring a woman to the Quincy group 
for assistance. The representative immediately recognized 
the phone number was the same as the one for White and 
Brennock. Based on the information available, the officers 
proceeded to a Greene Street address given by White, how- 
ever, the address didn’t exist. The address given by Bren- 
nock didn’t exist either. 

Officer Donnelly then researched the referral’s name 
from Bellingham and found an address in Weymouth. Upon 
arrival, Detective Folan confirmed the vehicle in the drive- 
way as the same name as the Bellingham referral. The of- 
ficers went to the front door and were met by a female. She 
denied ever requesting assistance from a church group in 
Quincy. When told her phone number was being used to 
scam the church, she said she let her niece use her phone for 
a month, adding that her niece was “in a bad way” without 
elaborating or providing an address to locate her. 

The officers returned to the station to research identities 
when the church representative called té inform them the 
female from Weymouth had just called and left a message 
that she was just getting out of court and if it was possible to 
meet today for assistance. Detective Folan directed the rep- 
resentative to set up an appointment with the female, who 
the officers thought was the Weymouth female’s niece using 


her aunt’s name as an alias. The plan was for the represen- 


tative to meet with the female at 12:15 p.m. and give her a 
$50 gift card after a brief interview. The officers would then 
enter the room and question the female. | 
While conducting surveillance for the female or the niece 
to arrive, they spotted the Weymouth female who they met 
at her residence (and blamed her niece) walking toward 
their unmarked police cruiser. The female looked inside 
the cruiser and recognized Officer Donnelly, so she kept 
walking. The officers watched as the female walked back 


to her vehicle, the same one that was in her driveway. The 


officers approached the female and asked her to join them 

in the church to meet with the representative, to which she 

agreed. She still denied any knowlédge of what was hap-

For the second quarter 
2018, the number of land 
documents recorded, (such 
as deeds, mortgages, Home- 
steads, mortgage discharges, 
etc.) was 37,314, a 6 percent 
drop-off from the previous 
year. 

“This decline can be di- 
rectly attributed to the re- 
duction in real estate sales 
and the continuing chal- 
lenges in the lending mar- 
ket,” O’Donnell said. 

There were 6,826 mort- 
gages recorded at the Regis- 
try during the quarter com- 
pared to 7,255 for the same 
time period in 2017. Total 
mortgage borrowing was 
$4.0 billion for the second 
quarter compared to $3.7 
billion during the 2nd quar- 
ter 2017. 

“Currently, we are see- 
ing an uptick in mortgage 
interest rates,” O’Donnell 


noted. “We are approach- 
ing a 5 percent interest rate 
which, while historically a 
relatively low figure, has not 
been seen for several years. 
It will be interesting to see 
how consumers react if the 
5 percent interest rate level 
is breached.” 


Norfolk County home-— 


owners continued to benefit 
from the Homestead Act. A 
total of 3,353 Homesteads 
were recorded during the 
second quarter, a 6 percent 
decrease year over year.

ber of Notice to Foreclose 
Mortgage recordings, the 
first step in the foreclosure 
process. 

“While the eastern Mas- 
sachusetts economy remains 
strong, the foreclosure num- 
bers tell us that there is a seg- 
ment of the Norfolk County 
population facing economic 
hardship,” O’Donnell said. 
The Registry continues to 
work with Quincy Com- 
munity Action Programs, 
(617-479-8181 x376), and 
NeighborWorks Southern- 
Mass, (508-587-0950) to 
help homeowners who have 
received a Notice to Fore- 
close Mortgage document. 
A third option is to contact

“The key variable is 
available real estate inven- 
tory,” O’Donnell said. “Un- 
til we see consistent growth, 
the housing market will re- 
main challenged.

Cutwork Picture --- The 
very thin, graceful lines, 
the black-and-gilt frame, 
and the cutwork initials 
and date “JB/1760” added 
up to a bid (with premium) 
of $2,460 at a Skinner 
auction in Massachusetts. 
Cutwork, or paper-cutting, 
has been an art form since 
the second century, af- 
ter paper was invented in 
China. Most of the pictures 


. were made by women as 


a hobby. Today, cutting is 
enjoyed in many countries. 
Each picture is a single 
sheet, not a collage. Scis- 
sor cuts are used with up to 
eight sheets of paper held 
together. Knife cutting is 
made with a few layers of 
paper on a soft waxy sur- 
face. It takes skill -- there 
is no erasing errors. The 
auctioned picture has a 
vase made by folding the 
paper, so the finished piece 
is symmetrical with many 
branches of flowers cut as 
single images. The white 
cutwork paper ‘is attached 
to a black paper back- 
ground.

Roman Vynnytski went 
before the Board of License 
Commissioners on July 17 
to seek a pawnbroker’s li- 
cense and an old gold/sil- 


ver license for the proposed 
store, Golden Circle Pawn. 
The business would have 
been located inside the strip 
mall at 503 Washington St., 
in the storefront most re- 
cently home to Pet Gossip. 
Vynnytski said the store 
would have operated simi- 
lar to the one featured on 
the television show “Pawn 
Stars,” where people could 
buy or sell second-hand 
items such as jewelry, elec- 


tronics and music. Custom- 
ers looking to sell items 
would have to fill out the 
necessary paperwork and 
present a valid ID. The item 
and the ID would both be 
photographed, and the store 
would send a list of the items 
it acquired to Quincy police 
on a daily basis. 

Vynnytski has operated 
a similar pawn shop in Fal- 
mouth for seven years. He 
submitted letters in support 


of his application from a 
Mashpee police sergeant 
and the Falmouth patrol- 
men’s association. 

“We’ve been working 
with them over time on any 
investigation,’ | Vynnytski 
said. “They’re welcome to 
check in on any items, if 
they are stolen or not.” 

Nine residents and Ward 
2 Councillor Brad Croall 
spoke against the proposal

Municipal Police Training Fund 
Legislation Passes State Senate 


The Massachusetts State 
Senate unanimously passed 
House Bill 4516, which will 
create a dedicated revenue 
source for the Common- 
wealth’s municipal police 
training committee. The ef- 
fort to fund municipal police 
training was spearheaded in 
the Senate by Sen. Julian 
Cyr (D-Truro). 

“Police officers take an 


oath to serve and protect our 
communities. We have an 
obligation to provide them 
with the best training and 
equipment possible to help 
them do their work, and to 
keep them safe in the pro- 
cess,” said state Sen. John 
Keenan of Quincy. “I am ex- 
tremely appreciative for the 
hard work of my colleagues, 


the bi-partisan support this 
bill received, and that we 
were able to prioritize this 
critical funding.” 

The legislation will pro- 
vide up to $10 million an- 
nually for police training, 
to be funded from a $2 fee 
per rental car transaction in 
the Commonwealth.

Tips To Prevent Being A Victim 
Of Theft In Health Clubs/Gyms

FITNESS AND HEALTH CLUB THEFT 

Rates vary depending upon the facility’s effort to pre- 
vent crime. The theft can range from taking change from a 
member’s locker to stealing a car by removing keys from a 
locker, then using the remote on the key to locate and then 
take-the car. The crime rate in a specific club is often depen- 
dent upon the actual physical set up of the club, the clientele 
and the effort made by the club to deter crime. 

Although there are statistics about crime rates in health 
clubs, keep in mind that many victims may: 

- report it just to the health club 

- not report it at all, figuring there is nothing can be 
done. 

e By reporting a theft, it helps health club management 
and the local Police Department create a pattern (a time pe- 
riod and specific items being taken) so that anti-crime mea- 
sures can be taken specifically to stop the incidents. It also 
helps law enforcement in reviewing video from security 
cameras for suspects or ee undercover officers in the 
club. 

e Always, report suspicious activity to staff and other 
members. You don’t have to wait until someone steals a 
valuable to take action. Let a staff member monitor or ques- 
tion a person who is acting oddly. 


WHO IS STEALING AT HEALTH CLUBS? 


- There are professional rings who go from club to club, 
often cutting locks off of lockers. 

- Crimes of opportunity — The thief sees a valuable left 
unattended, pockets the item and often leaves the premises. 
Cell phones left on a workout machine or on the sidelines 
during a game are left unattended and subject to being sto- 
len. 
Here are some suggestions to avoid becoming a vic- 
tim: 

¢ Don’t bring valuables into the club. Leave items like 
your wallet, watch, phone, money, jewelry, etc. in your car, 
well hidden, preferably in the trunk. 

Won’t they break into my car? The clear majority of car 
breaks are due to unlocked doors. Parking in a visible, high 
traffic, well lit location are all deterrents. It is much safer to 


leave your valuables in the car than ina health club. Leav- 


ing valuables inside your car in plain view is often the rea- 
son a window is broken. 

¢ The only item you ideally need is one key to your car 
and this should be with you at all times, especially if you 
do not shower at the facility. Tie it to your sneaker laces or 


secure it to clothing. Do not bring in the car remote. The 
thief with the remote can locate your car and access it, drive 
off or even worse, check your address off the registration 
and break into your house while a hd unaware as you 
work out. 

e When showering, be sure to secure your locker during 
that brief period of time. If you follow the suggestions 
above and only have a car key, hide the key within your be- 
longings (inside a sock — who wants to look in there!) You 
could also covertly pin the key to the towel that you bring 


_to the shower area. 


e Use a quality padlock on your locker with a combina- 
tion lock, not a key lock. Don’t buy a $5.00 lock to secure 
a $500 phone. 

¢ Completely secure your lock by giving it a tug before 
you walk away. 

e Thieves sometimes bring in bolt cutters to cut through 


the thin metal in the lock, hitting numerous lockers at once. 


Again, use a quality padlock. 

¢ Pick the locker closest to the locker room entrance/exit. 
It has the highest pedestrian traffic and is most visible. 

e At some health clubs, there are smaller lockers in plain 
view. Some members believe in the honor system or be- 
lieve that no one would steal in plain view. It is easy for 
someone to open numerous locker doors pretending to look 
for an available one and then take out a valuable sitting in a 
particular locker. 

¢ If you need to bring in valuables, such as a cell phone, 
etc, consider using a fanny pack, which can be kept with 
you at all times with the exception of the shower. 


Keep in mind that thieves know that valuables are kept 


in fanny packs too! 


¢ Wallets — sometimes only one credit card is taken so it - 
_takes much longer to notice it is missing. Often times, the 


credit card company is the first to inform you that your card 
is gone. . Think of what’s in your.wallet and/or purse and 


how long it would take to Rotify and replace credit ¢ards, 


debit cards, club cards, etc. This can also be 
the initial step to “Identity Theft. 
* Get creative! Disguise an empty hygiene container into 
a hiding place for valuables! 
Use a small public locker as an option if you are not us- 
ing the locker room. 
Most health clubs offer free security lockers which are 


located in public view to secure your keys, I pads, phone 


and wallet. Take advantage of this safeguard. 

Bottom line: 

e Leave valuables at home or in your car, preferably .i in 
the trunk. : 

e Put valuables you need in the health club in‘a locker 
with a quality lock. | 

e Report suspicious behavior to club staff.

A Dupuytren’s contrac- 
ture is a localized formation 
of scar tissue around the ten- 
dons that flex the fingers be- 
neath the skin of the palm of 
the hand. The scarring accu- 
mulates in a tissue (palmar 
fascia) that typically covers 
the tendons that pull the fin- 
gers to grip. 

As a Dupuytren’s con- 
tracture progresses, more 
of the fascia becomes thick- 
ened and shortened. Dim- 
pling and puckering of the 
skin over the area eventu- 
ally transpires and eventu- 
ally can make it impossible 
to fully extend the fingers 
(as in laying the hand flat on 
a tabletop). A Dupuytren’s 
contracture commonly pro- 


gresses slowly over years. 


However,. in rare cases, it 

can advance more rapidly. 
The precise cause of a 

Dupuytren’s contracture is 


not known. However, it is 
recognized that it occurs 
more frequently in patients 
with diabetes mellitus, sei- 
zure disorders such as epi- 
lepsy, and alcoholism. 

A Dupuytren’s contrac- 
ture can also be inherited. 
In medical terms, the inher- 
ited form of a Dupuytren’s 
contracture is transferred in 
the family as a so-called au- 
tosomal dominant trait with 
incomplete penetrance and 
partial sex-limitation. This 
means that the gene for a 
Dupuytren’s contracture is 
not on an X or Y chromo- 
some (sex chromosome) but 
on one of the other 44 chro- 
mosomes. 

Subsequently, one ver- 
sion of the gene is enough 
to cause the disorder (it is 
dominant), but not everyone 
who has the gene has the dis- 
order (the gene is not fully 
penetrant), and the disorder 
is most frequent in males. 


Typically, a Dupuytren’s 
contractures occur in males 
over the age of 50, and it 
is more commonplace in 
males of Northern European 
descent. The ring and little 
finger are the digits that are 
affected most frequently. 

A Dupuytren’s contrac- 
ture initially may cause only 
a minor painless lump in 
the palm of the hand near 
the base of the finger(s). As 
stated, Dupuytren’s contrac- 
ture most commonly affects 
the ring (fourth) finger and 


little finger, but it can affect’ 


any finger. The contracture 
can also affect one or both 
hands. As it progresses, it 
can lead to an inability to 
fully extend the affected 
finger from the flexed posi- 
tion. This can result in a loss 


‘of normal grasping. A Du- 


puytren’s contracture is sel-

Interestingly, a Du- 
puytren’s contracture is 
sometimes associated with 
inflammation and thicken- 
ing of the fascia tissue in a 
similar manner of the sole 
of the foot. This condition is 
called Ledderhose disease, 
or plantar fascial fibromato- 
sis, and is sometimes asso- 
ciated with plantar fasciitis. 
It can sometimes be felt as a 
nodule or group of nodules 
in the middle of the sole of 
the foot. 

A Dupuytren’s contrac- 
ture is diagnosed by the 
healthcare provider during 
the physical examination of 
the affected hand. X-rays and 
other tests are usually not 
necessary. Previous burns or 


hand injury can lead to scar 


formation in the palm of the 
hand that can mimic true a 
Dupuytren’s contracture. 

The treatment of this 
contracture depends on the 
severity and any underlying 
conditions of the affected 
individual. Most patients 
with a Dupuytren’s contrac- 
ture require reassurance and 
stretching exercises coupled 
with heat application. When 
the palm is repeatedly sore 
with grasping, ultrasound

treatments can be beneficial. 
Sometimes local inflamma- 
tion is successfully relieved 
with cortisone injections. 
For those patients with 
considerable fixed flexed 
posture (contracture) of the 
fingers from a Dupuytren’s 
contracture, when nonsurgi- 
cal treatments have failed, 
surgical procedures can re- 
move the scarred tissue to 
relax the fingers and release 
the tendons. Ultimately 
these procedures can return 
function to a disabled hand. 
Keep in mind, minor nod- 
ule formation. and/or skin 
thickening of the palm is 
not a reason to operate. Oc- 
casionally, the surgeon can 


release the scarred tissue by - 


carefully cutting it with a 
needle. This technique is re- 
ferred to as a needle aponeu- 
rotomy or needle fascioto- 


_my. A newer treatment for 


a Dupuytren’s contracture 
is collagenase (Xiaflex) in- 
jection. Xiaflex is an inject- 
able formulation of purified 
collagenase derived from 
the bacterium, Clostridium 
histolyticum. It is used for 
treating these contractures. 
Since a Dupuytren’s con- 
traction is caused by an 
abnormal accumulation of

‘collagen (scar) in the tis- 


sue beneath the ski of the 
palm of the hand, the use of 
Xiaflex breaks down the ex- 
cessive collagen by disrupt- 
ing its chemical structure. 
Collagenase is an enzyme 
that breaks up the collagen, 
which can then loosen the 
contracted tissue to restore 
finger mobility. Collage- 
nase is directly injected into 
the contracted cord of scar 
tissue that causes the Du- 
puytren’s contracture. 

The main complication 


of Dupuytren’s contractures 


is loss of extension of the 
involved fingers. As a result, 
grasping certain objects can 
be impaired. Occasionally, 
the flexed finger(s) can get 
in the way when using the 
hand, such as in’ dressing 
or performing other various 
activities that require manu- 
al dexterity.

Cont’d From Page 1 
renewable energy sources. 
Hawaii was the first state to 
require 100 percent renew- 
able energy use. Similar 
measures in Massachusetts 
and California have cleared 
major hurdles this year. 

Last month, the state 
Senate approved a bill that 
eliminates caps on solar 
projects including net me- 
tering and would require 50 
percent of electricity use to 
be generated by renewable 
energy by 2030 and 100 per- 
cent by 2047. 

According. to Environ- 
ment Massachusetts Re- 
search & Policy Center, the 
House approved a watered- 
down version that would not 
meet the goal of 100 percent 
renewable energy use by 
2050. The House and Senate 
are now debating the bill. 

“In order to pass a law 
this year, the House and 
Senate must come to an 
agreement before July 31,” 
said Reich. 

Seven Massachusetts 
communities have adopted 
100 percent renewable ener- 
gy use goals while there are 
similar commitments pend- 
ing in other cities and towns, 
according to the report. Bos- 
ton University and Harvard 
University have committed 
to purchase their electricity 
from 100 renewable sourc- 

‘Hampshire College is 
entirely powered by an on- 
campus solar array. 

The report also explained 
that 131 major corporations 
including Proctor & Gam- 
ble, Google and Biogen are 
committed to power their 
facilities with 100 percent 
clean energy. 

Reich said that QCAN 
was instrumental in bringing 
the state sponsored Solar- 
ize. program to Quincy that 
helped fund solar arrays on 
165 homes and businesses 


that are producing some 600 


kilowatts of power. 

“They’re now benefiting 
from clean, affordable solar 
power,” he said. “And,” the 
air we breathe is just a little 
bit cleaner.” 


Reich said the city gov- 
ernment has taken steps to 
increase its use of renewable 
energy, noting that most 
schools and some other mu- 
nicipal buildings have been 
using solar power for the 
past four years. The Neigh- 
borWorks office is one of the 
buildings in the city utilizing 
the rooftop solar panels. 


According to Reich, 
Quincy recently signed 
agreements to purchase 


all available net metering 
credits from several Eastern 
Massachusetts utility solar 
farms. 

“The city’s foray into 
solar energy is yielding an- 
nual savings to taxpayers of 
roughly $500,000 in addi- 
tion to helping protect hu- 
man health and fight climate 
change by reducing émis- 
sions from gas and oil-fired 
generating plants,” he said. 

_“All the solar panels also 
help cancel out the need for 
projects like the proposed 
Fore River Compressor Sta- 
tion, which we at QCAN are 
fighting alongside our col- 
leagues at FRRACS (Fore 
River Residents Against the 
Compressor Station) and 
most Quincy officeholders.” 

Other energy saving ef- 
forts the city has undertaken 
include replacing old boilers 
with new energy efficient 
ones, upgrading HVAC 
systems and conducting a 
citywide conversion to LED 
streetlights. The new street- 
lights, Reich said, have 
resulted in a five percent 
reduction in the municipal- 
ity’s total energy use. 

Some studies have shown 
that emissions from fossil 
fuels have contributed to 
climate change that some 
say contributes to warm- 
ing temperatures and an in- 
creasing number of severe 
storms. Organizations such 
as QCAN and, Environment 
Massachusetts Research & 
Policy Center are spearhead- 
ing efforts for the country to 
move toward alternative, 
clean energy sources. 

Reich said the effort to 
increase the use of clean

energy is not supported by 
President Donald Trump’s 
administration. 

“We now have a fed- 
eral government that denies 
the plain facts of climate 
change,” he said. “You don’t 
need to be a climate activist 
to know exactly what we’ll 
get from the Trump EPA 
(Environmental Protection 
Agency) and the Trump Inte- 
rior Department. More coal, 
more oil, more fracked gas. 
More asthma and cancer and 
heart disease and more cli- 
mate changing greenhouse 
gas emissions. If we want 
to make progress on climate 
between now and 2020, we 
have to do it on the state and 
local level.” 

Grenier concurred with 
Reich that climate change 
is real, pointing to this win- 
ter’s mega-storm that caused 
flooding of historic propor- 


tions in Houghs Neck. 

“This isn’t a theory, it’s a 
real practical problem,” he 
said. “Just ask the people in 
Houghs Neck. They never 
saw anything like it.” 

Reich said QCAN is con- 
tinuing its efforts for renew- 
able energy use. 

“This year, we’ve been 
working to bring green mu- 
nicipal aggregation to the 
city, which would be another 
step, larger than any we’ve 
taken to date, in greening 
the city’s energy supply,” 
he said. “Green aggregation 
allows residents to buy elec- 
tricity with more renewable 
content than you’d get from 
the utility’s basic service, 
at a comparable, and some- 
times lower, price.” 

Reich said that city 
Councillor Ian. Cain backed 


QCAN’s request to draft a 


proposal authorizing the city 


oles 


to seek a green provider and 
negotiate terms. Hearings 
on the proposal will be held 
in the coming months. 

In a _ statement, Rep. 
Bruce Ayers said he supports 
the clean energy initiatives 
that not only addresses the 
effects of climate change, 
but, provides new jobs. 

“Supporting clean, re- 
newable energy in Massa- 
chusetts is the best and most 
effective way to combat the 
negative effects of climate 
change,” he said. “In Quin- 
cy, we are significantly im- 
pacted by coastal flooding 
and other consequences of 
climate change.” 

Also supporting the ini- 
tiative is at-large Councillor 
Nina Liang. She said in a 
statement: 

“Massachusetts has seen 
significant progress, making 
us a leader on clean energy. 
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To continue that leadership 
and success, we need to 
build upon the great work 
being done on the local lev- 
el such as the efforts taking 
place here in Quincy. Sup- 
porting and expanding upon 
community-based __ efforts 
such as those led by Quincy 
Climate Action Network 
will allow us to continue 
the path forward to achiev- 
ing long-term, effective and 
sustainable success in clean 
energy.” 

Although much _prog- 
ress has been made in the 
move toward renewable 
energy, Reich said the city 
and QCAN still have work 
to do. 

“We in Quincy have a 
long, long way to go before 
we eliminate our contribu- 
tion to anthropogenic cli- 
mate change,” he said.

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Long-Awaited Championship Makes 13th Annual 


It looked like another 
year would pass without a 
championship for Dan Dug- 
gan’s team in the O’Connell- 
Thomson basketball tourna- 
ment after a first-round loss 
to. a squad captained by 
Braintree native Matt Bailey 
on July 14. 

But an improbable sev-

Duggan, who helped

every year. His roster initial- 
ly was comprised of many 
class of 2002 teammates, 
but there has been turnover 
as friends have hung up 
their basketball sneakers. 
His team was the runner-up 
three times between 2009-

When asked why he did not even attempt to conceal him- 
self in the adjacent weeded and wooded area he was stand- 
ing next to, the male said ‘the rocks are sharp,’ which made 
no sense since he had shoes on. As for the safety of the chil- 
dren, the male responded ‘f$#% the kids.” 

There were several businesses near the location of the in- 
cidents that have bathrooms available including the YMCA, 
Beards service station, McDonalds and the Quincy Police 
Department. There is also a port-a-potty at the track in view 
of where the male was urinating. 

The officers asked the male to take off his backpack, 
which he did. He said he did not have and identification on 
him. The male said he had been driving or two miles and 
could not find a better place to relieve himself. 

The officers decided to place the male under arrest and 
handcuffed him. The male then told the officers he had a 
loaded Glock 9mm semi-automatic handgun in his back-

Nearly 600 Residential Units 
Planned Former QMC Site 


By TOM GORMAN 

The shuttered Quincy 
Medical Center site on Whit- 
well Street would be turned 
into a development of mixed 
rental homes and townhous- 
es totaling 598 units under a 
proposal by the developer, 
FoxRock Properties. 

The developer’s design 
team outlined plans during 
an informational meeting 
attended by more than 70 
residents and city officials 
at Central Middle School on 
July 24. The team presented 
draft plans on landscaping 
and drainage improvements 
and results of a traffic study. 
FoxRock officials say they 
would submit their redevel- 
opment proposal to the plan- 
ning board in the fall. 

“What we have tried to 
figure out is the best use for 
the site and create the best- 
in-class community that is a 
great community to live in 
that complements the best- 
in-class community that 
surrounds it,” said FoxRock

the 14.9 acre Quincy Medi- 
cal Center campus, except 
the administration building, 
to be demolished. In their 
place, several structures 
would be built, a combina- 
tion of flats, duplexes, and

“It’s a nice balance of 
units and scale,” said Mi- 
chael LeBlanc of Utile Ar- 
chitecture & Planning. He 
added the exact mixes have 
not yet been determined. 

The administration build- 
ing in front would be flanked 
by townhouses. In back 
there would be two build- 


ings, four row houses and a 
pool. Facing the Roselin Av- 


enue side would be several 


duplexes. 

The plan also includes 
a one-level, underground 
parking garage and a few 
ground level parking areas. 
The underground parking 
facility would be within the 
footprint of the structures. 

The developer also said 
there would be plenty of 
greenspace and the adja- 
cent Glendale Park would 
be maintained. Addition- 
ally, the site’s three existing 
driveways would be utilized 
and there would be no ve- 
hicle access from the devel- 
opment to Euclid Avenue. 
Fencing and landscape buff- 
ering would surround the 
development’s perimeter. 

Ward explained the origi- 
nal redevelopment plan for 
the Whitwell Street prop- 
erty has been scaled back.

surrounding streets. 

Ward said there likely 
would be no incentive. for 
residents to park off site. 

“The last thing we want 
is to create a situation that 
would clog streets,” he said. 

Traffic engineer Rob 
Woodland said a study was 
conducted during school 
days on 24 surrounding 
intersections during peak 
moming and afternoon 
times. The study included 
a seven-year projection of 
additional traffic in the area 
plus the additional vehicles 
expected to be generated by 
the development. 

Woodland said the pro- 
posed development: would 
generate “substantially less” 
than the 300 cars the hospi- 
tal added to the neighbor- 
hood streets during peak 
hours when it was in opera- 
tion. He concluded that the 


proposed § development’s 
impact would be “relatively 
minor.” 

A resident voiced con- 
cern about the Adams and 
Whitwell streets intersec-

Zucchini Crisps

Today’s recipe for zucchini crisps is a 
bit different from the usual zucchini frit- 
ters because for the fritters we shred the 
zucchini but in today’s recipe, we slice the 


zucchini. 


The recipe calls for sliced and breaded 
zucchini and the result is a tasty, crispy 
snack which can also be used as a side 


dish. 


RECIPE: 


2 zucchini sliced % inch thick, set aside 


2 eggs, well beaten 
¥% cup flour 


¥% cup vegetable oil for the sauté 


blend well. 


1 cup of panko breadcrumb (or you can 
use cornflake crumbs instead) 
¥% cup parmesan cheese 

Add the parmesan cheese to the flour and

and flour mixture. Then dip the zucchini into 
the beaten egg and then the bread crumb.

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What Are Probiotics And What Do They Do? 


A Message From Ruth Jones, Director Of Nursing, Quincy Health Dept. -

Probiotics are live micro- 

organisms that are intended 
to have health benefits. 
Products sold as probiotics 
include foods, such as yo- 
gurt, dietary supplements, 
and products that aren’t used 
orally, such as skin creams. 
Even though people often 
think of bacteria and other 
microorganisms as harmful 
germs, many microorgan- 
isms assist our bodies to 
function properly. 

For instance, bacteria that 
are normally Present in our 
intestines help’ digest food, 
destroy disease-causing mi- 
croorganisms, and produce 


vitamins. A sizeable amount — 


of microorganisms live on 
and in our bodies: ‘As a mat- 


ter of fact, microorganisms ~ 


in the human body outnum- 
ber human cells by 10 to 1: 

Many of the microorgan- 
isms in probiotic products 
are identical or similar to 
microorganisms that ‘natu- 
rally live in our bodies. 


Probiotics may comprise — 


a variety of microorgan- 
isms. The most common are 


. bacteria that are members of 


groups called Lactobacillus 
and Bifidobacterium. Each 
of these two broad classifi- 
cations ‘includes many types 
of bacteria. Other bacteria 
may also be used as probiot- 


ics, and so may yeasts such

and in improving symptoms 
of irritable bowel syndrome, 
but more research needs to 
be performed. We still don’t 
know which probiotics are 
helpful and which are of no 
use. We also are not aware of 
how much of. the probiotic 
people would have to con-. 
sume or which candidates 
would most likely benefit 
from taking probiotics. Re- 
searchers are still working 
toward finding these an- 
swers, even for the condi- 
tions that have been stud- 
ied most frequently. While 
some probiotics have shown 
promise. in research studies, 
strong scientific evidence to 
support precise uses of pro- 
biotics for most health con- 
ditions is deficient. The U.S. 
Food and Drug Administra- 
tion (FDA) has not approved 
any probiotics for prevent- 
ing or treating any health 
problem or specific disease. 


. Experts have cautioned that | 


the rapid growth in the mar- 
keting and use of probiotics 
may have overtaken actual 
scientific research for many 
of their suggested uses and 
proposed benefits. 

Probiotics may have a va- 
riety of effects in the body, 
and different probiotics may 
act in different ways. 

Probiotics might: 

¢ Help to maintain a de- 
sirable community of mi- 


croorganisms . 
* Stabilize the digestive 


‘tract’s barriers against un- 


desirable microorganisms 


or produce substances that 
inhibit their growth 

¢ Help the community 
of microorganisms in the 
digestive tract return to nor- 
mal after being disturbed 
(for example, by an antibi- 
otic or a disease) 

¢ QOutcompete undesir- 
able microorganisms 

¢ Stimulate the immune 
response. 

Government regulation 
of probiotics in the United 
States is complicated. De- 
pending on a_ probiotic 
product’s intended use, the 
FDA might regulate it as a 
dietary supplement, a food 
ingredient, or a drug. Many 
probiotics are sold as dietary 
supplements, which do not 
require FDA approval be- 
fore they are marketed. Di- 
etary supplement labels may 
create claims about how the 
product affects the structure 
or function of the body with- 
out FDA approval; however 
they cannot make. health 
claims (claims that the prod- 
uct reduces the risk of a 
disease) without the FDA’s 
consent. Whether probiot- 
ics are likely to be safe for 
you depends on the state of 
your health. In people who 


Ww 


are usually healthy, probi- 
Otics have a positive safety 
record. Side effects, if they 
occur at all, typically con- 
sist only of mild digestive 
symptoms such as gas. Con- 
versely, there have been re- 
ports associating probiotics 
to severe side effects, such 
as Critical infections, in peo- 
ple with serious underlying 
medical issues. Those who 
are most at risk of severe. 
side effects include gravely 
ill patients, those who have 
had surgery, extremely ill 
infants, and people. with 
weakened immune systems 
Even for those who are 
healthy, there are uncer- 
tainties about the safety of 


probiotics. Because many . 


research studies on probi- 
otics haven’t focused on 
safety, information regard- 
ing this is lacking. Most of 
our knowledge about safety 
comes from studies of Lac- 
tobacillus and Bifidobacteri- 
um; less is understood about 
other probiotics. Informa- 
tion on the long-term safety 
of probiotics is limited, and 
safety may differ from one 
type of probiotic to another.

¢ Don’t replace scien- 
tifically proven treatments 
with unproven. products 
and practices. Don’t use a 
complementary health prod- 
uct, such as probiotics, as a 
reason to delay seeing your 
health care provider about 
any health problem. 

¢ If you’re considering 
a probiotic dietary supple- 
ment, consult your health 
care provider first. This is 
especially important if you 
have health issues. Anyone 
with a serious underlying 
health condition should be 
monitored closely while 
taking probiotics. 

e If you’re pregnant or 
nursing a child, or if you’re 
considering giving a child 


_a dietary supplement, such 


as probiotics, it’s especially 
important to consult your 


(or your child’s) health care 


provider. 

° Tell all your health care 
providers about any com- 
plementary or integrative 
health approaches you use. 
This will help ensure coor- 
dinated and prudent care.

When I returned home I checked with our local Social 
Security office and was told I was not getting the Special 
Extra Earnings because after I got out of the service I made 
too much money; I accepted their answer. Then I read a 
Social Security column in a local newspaper. The columnist 
recommended anytime Social Security turns down a claim 
that you file an appeal. I did have a good job after I left 
the Military, but it wasn’t like I was making millions. Do 


you think I should file a claim asking them to reconsider 
my request for Special Extra Earnings? Signed: Military

Dear Veteran: Please accept my ‘gratitude for your, 


many ‘years of military service. The “special extra earn- 

ings” of which you speak are extra earings credited to your 
military pay for those years you served between1957 and 
2001. The credit is $300 for each quarter of active 


ded hee ref 


service between the years 1957 and 1977 and, for the | riod 


1978 — 2001, an additional $100 in earnings for every $300 


_in active duty pay up to a maximum of $1200 per year. It’s 


important to note that these are credits to your military earn- 
ings record, not an additional amount added to your Social 


Security benefit. Those credits should have been automati- 


cally ‘applied to your earnings record when you appli 
benefits, but whether ‘they affected your Social Security 
benefit depends upon whether any of your years, of mili- 
tary service were ee in the 35 used to compute yc 
benefit. - see other 
To determine your benefit, Social Security adjusts al 


‘for inflation ‘and theti‘uses the 35 highet- earning rear 
the‘ basis for’ your benefit. Typically, the earnings in yor 


later years of employment are the highest of your : career, 


which is probably why the Social Security representative 
said you didn’t get the credits because you “made too much 


" money” after you got out of the service. It's more probable 


that the credits were automatically applied to your military 


_ earnings and that only some of your latter years of military 


service were used to compute your benefit. ‘The best way 
to check this is to get your Earnings Statement from Social 
Security and examine your lifetime earnings to see which 
years are highest, keeping in mind that Social Security only 
counts earnings up to the FICA payroll tax cap for each year. 
By doing this you can see which years of your military earn- 


ings were included in your benefit computation. You can . 


get your Earnings Statement by creating an online “My So- 
cial Security” account at www.ssa.gov , or by requesting 
one from your local Social Security office. © 

For information about the special earnings credit for mil- 
itary service visit: https://www.ssa.gov/planners/retire/mili- 
tary-html. The special credits should have been automati- 
cally: added to your military earnings and, if some of your 
military service years. were used to compute your benefit, 


should already be included as part of your Social Security | 


payment. I’ve heard of only a couple instances where the 
special earnings credits had not been applied, and you are 
certainly within your rights to challen e the Social Security 
Administration. To do that, I suggest you make an appoint- 
ment at your local office, bring a copy of your DD-214 and 
ask to speak to a supervisor who can review your lifetime 


~ earnings record to ensure the special credits for your mili- 


tary service were applied. And, once again, thank you for 
your service to our country.

which includes ‘Social ‘Se- 
curity numbers, Massachu- 
setts residents who were 
affected will receive free 
credit monitoring services 
for 1.5 years; if a breach oc- 
curs at a consumer reporting 
agency, Massachusetts resi- 
dents will receive free credit 
monitoring services for 3.5 
years. Under this legisla- 
tion, breached parties will 
be required to disclose their 
parent or affiliated corpora- 
tion to consumers, as well as 
information about where the 
‘breach occurred, in order to 
' increase transparency. 

“The Equifax data breach 
affected many South Shore 
residents and was a wake- 
up call that our consumer 
protection laws needed to. 
be. strengthened,” Keenan 
said. “Through this legisla- 
tion, Massachusetts’ laws 
are current with technology, 
include strong credit freeze 
provisions, stringent notice 
of breach requirements and 
access to fair credit moni- 
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; acting all to ‘provide greater 


protections to consumers.” 

Rep. Hunt said: 

“In the wake of the Equi- 
fax breach, we have learned 
that our personal credit in- 
formation is more vulner- 


able than ever. This bill em- 


powers consumers to better 
understand their credit re- 
ports and helps them take 
action to protect themselves 
when their information has 
been compromised.” 

The Joint Committee on 
Consumer Protection and 
Professional Licensure has 
been working to address the 
growing issue of data secu- 
rity since the Equifax data 
breach went public in Sep- 
tember 2017, and the legis- 
lation passed last week rep- 
résénts months of research 
and discussions with stake- 
holders and fellow legisla- 
tors to address the complex 
topic. 

The legislation builds 
on federal regulations that 
were passed by Congress in 
late May, after the confer- 
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ence committee had begun 
negotiations to. reconcile the 
House and Senate bills. Un- 
der federal law, consumer re- 
porting agencies are prohib- 
ited from charging any fees 
to a consumer who elects to 
place, lift, or remove a credit 
freeze and requires consent 
from a consumer for access 
to their consumer credit re- 
port. After a request to place 
a security freeze, credit bu- 
reaus must comply within 
one day of receiving the 
request, and if a consumer 
requests to remove a freeze, 
credit bureaus must comply 
within one hour. 

Federal law will go into 
effect Sept. 21, while the 
state law will go into ef- 
fect 90 days after the bill is 
signed by the governor.

The 1686 Dorothy Quin- 
cy Homestead, 34 Butler 
Rd. at the corner of Hancock 
St., Quincy, will hold free 
guided tours of the historic 
house, gardens, and archi- 
tecture on Saturday, Aug. 4, 
from 11 a.m. to 3 p.m. 

The 45-minute tours start 
on the half hour, with the 
last tour beginning at 2:30 
p.m. 

The yellow Georgian 
mansion tells the story of 
Edmund Quincy I, I, IT and 
IV and of the women of the 
home, Dorothy Flint Quin- 
cy, Dorothy Quincy Jack- 
son, and Dorothy Quincy 
Hancock. The tales of these 
families and their connec- 
tions with colonial activity 
pre-Revolutionary War are 
captivating. 

It all started in 1635 
when Puritan Edmund 
Quincy I was accorded a 
grant of several hundred 
acres on the south side of 
Furnace Brook and stretch- 
ing through Mount Wollas- 
ton. His house was taken 
down in 1893 to make way 
for the construction of Cen- 
tral Middle School.

Engineer Rick Alfonso of Tetra Tech 
explained that the below grade parking is 
unique for this type of development.

A state-of-the-art drain- 
age system would be implemented to collect 
sediments before storm water infiltrates into 
the ground. 

When asked if any affordable units would 
be included in the project, Ward said that has 
not yet been decided.

FoxRock purchased the Quincy Medical 
Center site for $12 million from Steward 
Health Care in December, 2016, two years 
after the hospital closed. The developer has 
a lease through 2021 with Steward Satellite 
Emergency to continue providing emergen- 
cy services at the site. 

Ward said that FoxRock is in talks with 
the city to develop an urgent care or similar 
type of facility in Quincy Center, likely at 
the former Ross Parking Garage site. 

The developer has not set any timeline 
on the project.

The Hancock-Adams

“The Legislature passed

“I 
look forward to the timely 
disbursement of this fund- 
ing so that the residents of 
Quincy Point may enjoy 
the improved Clubhouse as 
soon as possible.” 


The Fiscal Year 2019 
budget allocates $75,000 
to support a rehabilitation 
project at Fore River Club- 
house on Nevada Road in 
Quincy. The Clubhouse 
celebrated its 100th anni- 
versary last year and some 
initial improvements were 


recently done to the exte- 
rior, but the interior requires 
significant upgrades to bring 
the facility in line with mod- 
ern needs.

Community College 


The timetable for the proposed $15 million South Shore 
Community College to be built in Quincy has been set back by 
approximately one year. 

“Tt will mean,” said disappointed Mayor James R. McIntyre, 

“that the College will not become a reality until at least three 
‘ years from now.” 

The 3,500-student two-year college, which would accom- 
modate residents from Quincy and other South Shore commu- 
nities, is planned for a 100-plus acre site in the Echo Lake area 
in Quincy near the Braintree line. It would be built with state 
funds. 

The State Board of Community Colleges said it needs more 
information regarding rock and ledge in the area and the cost 
feasibility to develop the site. 

McIntyre said it would take “weeks more and possibly 
months” to complete the site study requested by the Board of 
Colléges. (Editor’s note: The proposed school was never built 
on this site.) 

MAYOR ACCEPTS SHEEHAN RESIGNATION 

Mayor James R. McIntyre accepted “with sincere regret” 
the resignation by John F. Sheehan, executive director of the 
Quincy Council on Aging. 

Sheehan, who was appointed to the $12,000 post in April 
1967 — the first man to hold the job — was leaving Aug. 29 to 
return to teaching. He will teach American History at Scituate 
High School. 

“I think Mr. Sheehan did a tremendous job,” said McIntyre. 
“He is an outstanding, dedicated individual and I accept his 
resignation with sincere regret.” 

McIntyre noted that Sheehan had initiated and coordinated

A boil is a skin infection 
that begins in a hair follicle 
or oil gland. Also called a 
skin abscess. or a furuncle, it 
is a localized infection deep 
in the skin. A boil typically 
starts as a red, tender area. 
As it progresses, the area 
becomes firm and hard. 


Eventually, the center of 


the abscess softens and be- 
comes filled with infection- 
fighting white blood cells 
that the body sends'via the 
bloodstream to destroy the 
infection. This collection of 
white blood cells, bacteria, 
and proteins is known as 
pus. Finally, the pus forms 


a head which can be surgi- ° 


cally opened or spontane- 
ously drain out through the 
surface of the skin. 

Signs of a severe infec- 
tion are: 

° the skin around the boil 
becomes red, painful, and 
swollen 

¢ more boils may appear 
around the original one 

¢ a fever develops 

-e the lymph nodes in the 
area become swollen.

Boils are usually caused 
by a type of bacteria called 
Staphylococcus. This germ 
can be present on normal 
skin and enters the body 
through tiny breaks in the 
skin or by traveling down 
a hair to the follicle. Some 
boils can be caused by an in- 
grown hair, while others can 
form as the result of a splin- 
ter or other foreign material 
that has’ become stuck in the 
skin, causing the infection 
to develop.

are not contagious, but the 
bacteria that cause boils are. 
Until it drains and heals, an 
active skin boil is consid- 
ered contagious. The infec- 
tion can disperse to other 
parts of the person’s body 
or to other people through 
skin-to-skin contact or the 
sharing of personal items. 

There are several differ- 
ent types of boils. Among 
thesé are: 


- . Carbuncle- an abscess in 


the skin caused by Staphy- 
lococcus aureus. It usually 
involves a group of hair fol- 
licles and is consequently 
larger than a typical furun- 
cle, or boil. A carbuncle can 
have one or multiple open- 
ings onto the skin and may 
be associated with fever or 
chills. 

Cystic acne-a type of ab- 
scess that is formed when 
oil ducts become clogged 
and inflamed. Cystic acne 
affects deeper skin tissue 
than the more superficial 
inflammation from common 
acne. Cystic acne is most 
common on the face and 
characteristically occurs in 
the teenage years. 

Hidradenitis _ suppura- 
tiva-a condition in which 
Cen are inaltiple abscesses 


that form under the armpits 
and sometimes in the groin 
area. These occur as a result 
of local inflammation of the 
hair follicles. This form of 
skin inflammation is diffi- 
cult to treat with antibiotics 
alone and typically requires 
a surgical procedure to re- 
move the involved hair fol- 
licles in order to stop the 
skin inflammation. 

A pilonidal cyst-a kind 
of abscess that occurs in 
or above the crease of the 
buttocks. Pilonidal cysts 
often begin as tiny areas of 
inflammation in the base of 
a hair follicle. With irrita- 
tion from direct pressure, 
over time the inflamed area 
enlarges to become a firm, 
painful, tender nodule mak- 
ing it difficult to sit without 
discomfort. These frequent- 
ly form after long trips that 
involve extended sitting. 

A sty-a tender, painful 
red bump located at the base 
of an eyelash or under or 
inside the eyelid. A sty de- 
velops from a localized in- 
flammation of the glands or 
a hair follicle of the eyelid. 

Anyone can develop a 
boil. However, people with 
certain illnesses or medica- 
tions that ee the body’s

immune system are more 
likely to develop boils. 
Some medications can sup- 
press the normal immune 
system and increase the risk 
of developing boils. These 
medications include corti- 
sone medications (predni- 
sone and prednisolone) and 
medications used for cancer 
chemotherapy. 

Most simple boils can be 


treated at home. Preferably, | 


the treatment should begin 
as soon as a boil is noticed 
since early treatment may 
avert later complications. 
The primary treatment for 
most boils is heat applica- 
tion, usually with hot soaks 
or hot packs. Heat applica- 
tion increases the circula- 
tion to the area and allows 
the body to better fight off 
the infection by bringing 
antibodies and white blood 
cells to the site of infection. 
Do not pop the boil with a 
needle. This usually results 
in making the infection 
worse. As long as the boil is 
small and firm, opening the 
area and draining the boil 
is not helpful, even if the 
area is painful. Yet, once the 
boil becomes soft or forms 
a head it can be ready to 
drain. Once drained, pain 
__Telief can be dramatic, Most 


small boils, such as those 
that form around hairs, drain 
on their own with soaking 
and/or heat application. Oc- 
casionally, and particularly 
with larger boils, the larger 
boil will need to be drained 
or lanced by a health-care 
provider. Frequently, these 
larger boils contain several 


pockets of pus that must be _ 


opened and drained. 

Antibiotics are often 
used to eliminate the ac- 
companying bacterial infec- 
tion, especially if there is an 
infection of the surrounding 
skin. However, antibiot- 
ics are not needed in every 
situation. In fact, antibiotics 
have difficulty penetrating 
the outer wall of an abscess 
and often will not.cure an 
abscess without additional 
surgical drainage. In most 
cases, incising and draining 
the boil is adequate to cure 
the infection. 

Good hygiene and the 


regular use of antibacterial — 


soaps can help to prevent 


bacteria from building up 


on the skin. This can reduce 
the chance for hair follicles 
to become infected and pre- 
vent the formation of boils.

File cane And Invest 
vs. Wait To File ©

Dear Rusty: I read your article entitled “Doing a Break- 


down Analysis” and noted that the article was in response — 


to a reader question about when to take Social Security 
Benefits. The writer commented “I’m in pretty good health 
and don’t really need the money right now.” The breakeven 
analysis you suggested is a great help in determining wheth- 
er to claim early or wait to take Social Security benefits; 
however, and in light of your reader’s comment that “he did 
not need the money right now,” perhaps another element 
should be added to the breakeven analysis. That element 
is to roll the figures based on taking the money early and 
investing that money month after month for the 48 months 
in question. The end result should also help in determining 
an appropriate course of action. I was in the same position 
back in the mid 90’s and made out far better by taking the 
money early and investing it. In any event, it’s one more 
way to look at this issue. Signed: Faithful Reader 

Dear Faithful: Thanks for your feedback. I certainly 
agree that there’s more than one way to look at the question 
of when to take Social Security. And, yes, I’m quite famil- 
iar with the strategy of taking benefits early and investing 
them. But since I’m not a Financial Adyisor and not quali- 
fied to give investment advice, I’m required to restrict my 
remarks to only the Social Security aspects relating to,ques- 
tions I’m asked. You might be interested to.know, however, 
that. many financial advisors today do not repommend tak- 
ing Social Security benefits early, investing the money, and 
trying.to earn more than the Social Security. benefit growth 
they’ll realize by waiting. Unlike the investment opportuyni- 


ties of the 90’s, it’s pretty hard these days to beat the 6,7% 
annual growth in one’s Social Security benefit realized by 


waiting until full retirement age (FRA) to collect, as well 
as the 8% annual growth one realizes by waiting beyond 
full retirement age. And those higher benefits are paid for 
life, which is significant when considering that average life 
expectancy is now well into the 80’s and living into the 90’s 
is now relatively common. Another consideration when 
taking benefits earlier than one’s full retirement age is that 
there is an annual earnings limit which, if exceeded, will 
result in Social Security withholding benefits, so a person’s 
intentions for continuing to work could have a financial im- 
pact and should be included as part of any financial analysis. 
And yet another is that Social Security benefits are taxable 


if certain income thresholds are exceeded, so taking benefits - 


early when someone is still earning a large salary will in- 
crease their income tax liability. The point is, it’s never an 
easy or clear-cut decision as to when to start Social Security, 
and many factors such as those mentioned above need: to 
be evaluated. And the breakeven analysis, which compares 
cumulative benefits at different claim-ages, should only be 
one piece of the puzzle.

district,” Koch said. “We’ve.

No Injuries After 
‘Wollaston Facade Falls

No injuries were reported 
after the facade on a stretch 
of Hancock Street store- 
fronts collapsed Monday 
morning. 


A 40- to 50-foot-long - 


section of the brick facade at 
694 Hancock St. collapsed 
around 7:30°a.m. Monday, 
- according to Deputy Fire 
Chief Gary Smyth. No inju- 
ries were reported, nor was 
any damage to vehicles. 

“Fortunately no one was 
walking there and _ there 
were no cars parked in front, 
so we avoided any injuries,” 
Smyth said. 

The building at 694 Han- 
cock St. is home to eight 
storefronts, including a nail 
salon, convenience store 
and restaurant. The Inspec-

The Massachusetts Leg- 
islature passed a new bill 
meant to rein in the opioid 
epidemic, which Quincy’s 

‘ state senator anticipates will 
be signed into law by the 
governor. 

The House and Senate 
both ‘approved the bill in a 
pair of unanimous votes on 
July 31, the last day of the 
legislative session, sending 
it to Gov. Charlie Baker’s 
desk for approval. 

Sen. John Keenan, the 
chairman of the Special 
Senate Committee on Ad- 
diction Prevention, Treat- 
ment and Recovery Op- 
tions, said he expects Baker 
will sign the bill into law 
before the deadline to do so 
passes later this week. 

“We feel comfortable 
that he will sign it,” Keenan 


said in a recent interview. 
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has ordered the remaining 


100 feet of the facade be 


torn down in the aftermath 
of the collapse, Smyth said. 
Structural engineers will 
then inspect the building. 

- Smyth said the collapse 
was likely caused by age 
and deterioration of the fa- 
cade. 

The southbound lane on 
Hancock Street was closed 
to traffic in front of the 
building on Monday morn- 
ing, with vehicles diverted 
to Beale Street. The north- 
bound lane remained open. 

The MBTA’s 210 bus was 
diverted because of the roof 
collapse. The T’s Wollaston 
shuttle briefly stopped ser- 
vice to Quincy Center but 
was able to resume trips 
there by 9 a.m. 


“Some of [the items in the 
bill] were part of the bill that 
he filed.

“That may be opioids

That needed some 
adjustments so we adjusted 
that so that should work 
more smoothly now.” 
Keenan said there re- 
mains work to be done to 
address the opioid epidemic, 
and he plans to continue that 
work when the Legislature 


begins its new term next’ 


year. ; 
“There are a few things 
we have to'focus on. We still 
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have to make sure that there 
is adequate insurance cover- 
age in place. I’d like to still 
continue the push to make 
pharmaceutical companies 


‘more responsible,” Keenan 


said. 
“We passed a drug stew- 


ardship program two years 


ago and then the House of 
Representatives in the con- 
ference. Hebrinntithee: put 
sunset Clause onit, " + within 
the next couple of years that 
obligation will cease.

Don’t be hung up on the fact that you live in a new con- 
do; make it your own so embrace the modern farmhouse 
style throughout your home. 

A chic modern farmhouse can lean toward rustic, cottage, 
flea-market or even mid-century or contemporary design or 
a combination of multiple styles of pulled together pieces 
with history or personality.

Cont’d From Page 21 
direction, I don’t pay atten- 
tion to the lights, and then I 
run across as fast as aI can,” 
she said.

Mr. Noble is survived

Tobin Sued Again 
Over School Budget; 
$1.7M At Stake 


The School Committee has filed another lawsuit against 
Mayor Arthur H. Tobin for his refusal to send their budget 
proposal for fiscal 1982 to the City Council. The suit was 
filed in Norfolk Superior Court. 

The budget that Mayor Tobin sent to the City Council 
last winter contained an estimated school figure. Later, the 
School Committee came up with a detailed budget that was 
$1.7 million higher. 

City Solicitor Robert Fleming said that the $1.7 million 
lawsuit contained the $1.4 million in negotiated teacher 
salary increases that Tobin and the City Council refused to 
fund. That figure has been wandering up and down the court 
system for the past two years. 

Tobin said that if the School Committee wins the $1.7 
million lawsuit, “the worst the court can do is direct that the 
School Committee budget be submitted to the City Coun- 
cil.” Then, he added, “it would be up to the Council to de- 
cide which department to take the money from since there

It can usually be 
remedied with rest, a cool 


environment and hydration, 


including replacement of 
electrolytes, which are és- 
sential for muscle and other 
body functions. Heat stroke 
is More severe and requires 
medical attention. It is often 
accompanied by dry skin, 
body Aion ayer exceed- 


ing 103 degrees Fahrenheit, 
confusion and occasionally 
unconsciousness. 
The impact of sustained 
extreme. heat on the hu- 
man body can be devas- 
tating. The systems in the 
human body that enable 
it to adapt to heat become 
overwhelmed. When a per- 
son is exposed to heat for 
an extended period of time, 
the initial body function that 
is affected, is the ability to 
sweat. Once a person stops 


_ perspiring, in a very short 


interval, a person can move 
from heat exhaustion to heat 
stroke. 

It Commences with per- 
spiring profusely, and when 
that ceases, the body be- 
comes extremely hot. Even- 
tually that begins to affect 
the brain, and that’s when 
people begin to get confused 
and can lose consciousness.

As the body temperature 
increases very rapidly, the 
central nervous system and 
circulatory system are im- 
pacted, similar to that car 
engine. 

Before someone gets to- 
tal heat stroke, the person 
may exhibit reactions to the 
excessive heat. Heat rash 
and muscle cramps can be 
early signs of people being 
overwhelmed by heat. If 
those aren’t treated prompt- 
ly, it can lead to more severe 
symptoms. Cramping of 
muscles can occur as a result 
of a number of different is- 
sues, including electrolytes 
not getting to the muscles. It 
is important that people be 
aware that their skin turning 
red and dry are indicators 
that heat is impacting them. 

Certain people may be 
more vulnerable to extend- 
ed high temperatures. We 
know the high risk factors 
for dying from heat are of- 
ten urban dwellers who are 
elderly, isolated and don’t 
have access to air condi- 
tioning. In a study from the 
1995 Chicago heat wave, it 
was found that certain medi- 
cations put people at higher 
risk including, diuretics for 


high blood pressure, and 
beta blockers. There are also 
findings that have shown 
that certain mental health 
medications may impact a 
person’s ability to deal with 
the heat. The risk of heat- 
related illness varies from 
person to person. A person’s 
general health influences 
how well the person adapts 
to heat. Those with extra 
weight often have trouble 
in hot situations as the body 
has difficulty maintaining a 
good heat balance. Age (par- 
ticularly for people about 45 
years and older), poor gen- 
eral health, and a low level 
of fitness will make people 
more susceptible to feeling 
the extremes of heat. Medi- 
cal conditions can also in- 
crease how susceptible the 
body is. People with heart 
disease, high blood pres- 
sure, respiratory disease and 
uncontrolled diabetes. may 
need to take special precau- 
tions. In addition, people 
with skin diseases and rash- 
es may be more susceptible 
to heat. Other factors in- 
clude circulatory system ca- 
pacity, sweat production and 
the ability to regulate elec- 
trolyte balance. Subsequent- 
ly, those who are exercising 
or working in the heat, but

who don’t meet those cri- 
teria, can also be putting 
themselves in jeopardy. 

Heat-related _ illnesses 
are largely preventable by 
taking some basic precau- 
tions. The single best way 
to reduce your heat stress 
risks while working is to 
steadily replenish the water 
you lose as sweat. Drinking 
small amounts frequently, 
such as 6 to 8 ounces every. 
15 minutes, is more effec- 
tive than large amounts less 
often. Most people do not 
feel thirsty until their fluid 
loss reaches 2 percent of 
body weight and is already 
affecting them, so keep in 
mind relying on thirst as 
a signal to drink is a dan- 
gerous practice. The other 
leading factor that averts 
death from heat is access 
to air conditioning. Fans 
are not a successful tool in 
preventing overheating in 
extremely hot temperatures, 
and can actually worsen the 
situation. 

Spending a day of fun in 
the sun with friends or fam- 
ily is a perfect getaway for a 
long weekend, but as Moth- 
er Nature turns up the heat, 
be aware of these predict- 
able and preventable perils.

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_ November Opening Eyed 
Gate 


For Independence Ave.

City officials are aiming 
to open the Independence 
Avenue entrance to the 
Quincy Adams MBTA sta- 
tion in November. © 

The city plans to imple- 
ment a new residential park- 
ing program in the abutting 
neighborhood and install a 
new traffic signal at the in- 
tersection of Independence 
Avenue and Verchild Street 
ahead of the gate opening. 

Ed Grennon, a junior 
traffic engineer for the city, 
shared those details with 
the dozen residents who 
attended an Aug. 8 com- 
munity meeting at Lincoln- 
Hancock on upcoming. ga- 
rage improvement projects 
the MBTA will begin in the 
coming weeks at the Quincy 
Adams and Braintree sta- 
tions. 

Mayor Thomas Koch 
had announced earlier this 
year he would re-open the 
gate, which has remained 
locked since the 1980s, this 
fall based on feedback the 
city received from residents. 
The Penn’s Hill Neighbor- 
hood Association hosted an 
online survey on the gate 

‘last year and held a pair of 
community meetings on the 
topic then as well. Five hun- 
dred four people responded 
to the survey, with 80 per- 


cent in favor of re-opening _ 


it and 18 percent opposed. 
The other 2 percent were 
undecided. The neighbor- 
hood group took no position 
on opening the gate. 

The gate’s closure has 
meant that residents living 
in the neighborhood to the 
east of Quincy Adams have 
no direct access to the sta- 
tion, requiring them to walk 
30 minutes or more each 
way to and from the station 
on a daily basis. 

The gate re-opening has 


not been without contro- 
versy, with some residents 
concerned T commuters will 
park on residential streets in 
lieu of the Quincy Adams 
garage. Ron MacDonald, 
a Penn’s Hill resident, said 
he was concemed the T’s 
decision to increase parking 
rates at Quincy Adams start- 
ing next month would pro- 
vide an additional incentive 
to park in the neighborhood. 

“Increasing the fees 
encourages people to go 
around the other side and 
find a parking space on In- 
dependence Avenue,” he 
said. “My question for the 
T is this: What are you go- 
ing to do proactively to help 
the city and stop that kind 
of parking going on on that 
‘side of the station?” 

Rick Colon, the public 
affairs director for the state 
Department of Transporta- 
tion, said the T would co- 
operate with city officials as 
they have done during the 
closure of Wollaston station 
and other projects. 

Grennon said the city 
would enforce _ existing 
parking restrictions. in the 
area and the new residential 
parking program, which the 
City Council must approve 
before it can take effect, 
will help mitigate concerns 
about parking as well. The 
Traffic, Parking, Alarm and 


Lighting Department will . 
also increase enforcementin © 


the area following the hiring 
of two new parking control 


_ Officers, one of whom will 


be assigned to the neighbor- 
hood. : 

“We already have some 
restrictions in place over 
there, which will allow us 
to enforce people parking 
all day in zones that they 
shouldn’t be parking. The 
additional residential pro- 
gram will broaden those 
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Hyde Park 


restrictions even further 
to give us a wider reach to 
where we can keep people 
out of,” Grennon said. 

“We did add more_park- 
ing enforcement. We are go- 
ing to focus our efforts over 
there.” 

Residents with concerns 
about commuters parking 
in their neighborhood and 
walking to the station should 
contact TPAL, he added. 
The department would then 
be able to determine if there 


were restrictions in place. 


that could be enforced, or 
if new restrictions would be 
required. 

Councillor Anne Ma- 
honey said the city should 
reconsider trying to imple- 
ment the gate opening, the 
new residential parking 
program and the new traffic 
signal at the intersection at 
roughly the same time. 

“If you’re going to open 
the gate and have a residen- 
tial parking program hap- 


pen at the same time and the 


traffic light happen at the 
same time that could be a di- 
saster,” she said. “If you’re 
onboarding everything at 
the same time, you’re not 
giving anybody time to 
learn the traffic patterns for 
what’s coming.” 

The T will begin its 
$64.3 million {project to 
overhaul the Quincy Adams 
and Braintree garages in late 
August or early September, 
according to project man- 
ager Steven Belanger. The 
work will be substantially 


complete by October 2021 
and entirely finished by the: 


end of that year. 

The project is intended 
to extend the lifespan of the 
two garages, both of which 
opened in the 1980s, by 40 
years. 

The work at Quincy Ad- 
ams will include improve- 
ments to the Independence 
Avenue entrance, including 
new lighting, new pavement 
and tree trimming. 

Up to 300 parking spaces 
total between the two sta- 
tions will be unavailable 
on any given weekday, Be- 
langer said. To mitigate that 
impact, the T will make 
available more than 400

spaces — 88 at Quincy Ad- 


ams and 313 in Braintree. 


The new spaces at Quincy 
Adams will be created with- 
in the current parking area, 
while privately owned. lots 
will be used near the Brain- 
tree station. 

Beth Larkin, an assis- 
tant general manager for 
the MBTA, said the transit 
agency had reached out to 
Home Depot to use spaces 
in its parking lot near Quin- 
cy Adams. Those spaces are 
not available, however, be- 


cause Home Depot has an © 


agreement with a developer 
in place for that lot. 

There are currently more 
than 2,500 parking spaces 
available at Quincy. Adams, 


and more than 1,300 at the _ 


Braintree station. 

Some residents at the 
community meeting ques- 
tioned the timing of the ga- 
rage projects given that the 
Wollaston station will be 
closed through next sum- 
mer as it is rebuilt, a mixed- 
use project will soon break 
ground at North Quincy, re- 
sulting in a loss of parking 
spaces there, and the Quincy 
Center garage is now being 
demolished, which could set 
the stage for development 
there. 

Sen. John Keenan said 
those projects and others to 
improve the Red Line by re-: 
placing entire fleet of trains 
and upgrading its signals 
are competing for funding 
against other transit propos- 
als around the state. 

“I have colleagues in the 
state Senate who are very 
aggressive in seeking fund- 
ing for their projects, par- 
ticularly for rail to go from - 
Boston. to Springfield and 
for rail to go from Boston to 
the South Coast — Fall River 
and New Bedford,” Keenan 
said. 

“They are very aggres- 
sively seeking funding and 
we've got the funding, so

Dear Hopeful: Well, the whole “notch baby” -eontro- 
versy has been simmering for a lot of years now and has 
even gotten the attention of Congress several timés in past 
years. The term “Notch Babies” refers to Social Security 
beneficiaries who were born between 1917 and 1921 be- 
cause they, as well as those born earlier, were caught up 
in an error made by the Social Security Administration _ 
when transitioning to automatic Cost of Living Adjustments 
(COLA) in 1972. An error in the new COLA computation, 
which resulted in beneficiaries being overpaid wasn’t dis- 
covered until a few years afterwards. In an effort to resolve 
the issue Congress ruled that for those born before 1917 
the higher (incorrect) COLA formula would continue to be 
used, and COLA for those born in; 1917:or later would use 
a new corrected COLA formula. But bowing to public pres- . 
sure, Congress later created a transition period: which said 
that anyone born between 1917 and 1921 would get COLA 
according to a special formula which was not as generous 
as the incorrect one used for those born before 1917, but 
more generous than the corrected formula used for those 
born after 1921. And those born between 1917 and 1921 
are referred to as “notch babies” (some lobbying. groups 
have even expanded the term to include those born: up to 
1926). Nevertheless, most “notch babies” feel they are los- 
ing out because they didn’t get benefits using the old incor- 
rect COLA: formula as did those born prior to 1917, even 
though the Fass Wee Je cones Reet Ob apes 
generous than for those born after 1921... _ : :

Quincy Police Increasing Impaired-Driving Patrols

The Quincy Police De- 
partment will step up patrols 
meant tO. catch impaired 
driving using grant funds 
received from the Highway 
Safety Division of the Exec- 
utive Office of Public Safety 
and Security. 

Quincy police will be 
joining local police through- 
out the state, as well as the 
Massachusetts State Po- 
lice, in the national “Drive 
Sober or Get Pulled Over” 
enforcement mobilization 
and public information cam- 
paign. 


This year’s campaign 
will urge drivers drinking 
alcohol or using marijuana 
and other drugs to plan 
ahead and designate a sober 
driver, use a ride-share. ser- 
vice or take public transpor- 


tation. 


“Impaired drivers cre- 
ate a dangerous situation 
for everyone around them, 
threatening the destruction 
of lives and entire families,” 
Police Chief Paul Keenan 


said in a statement. “This 


grant will help increase our 
efforts during the busy sum- 
mer travel season to keep 


our roads free of impaired 
drivers and avoid the trag- 
edy they wreak.” 

“Getting behind the 
wheel after drinking alco- 
hol, using marijuana or both 
is one of the most dangerous 
things drivers can do,” said 
Jeff Larason, director of the 
Highway Safety Division. 
“A little planning can save 
your life or someone else’s. 
Regret or remorse won’t 
bring someone back.” 

Marijuana or marijuana- 
type drugs were the most 
prevalent types of drugs 
found in people killed in 


crashes from 2011 to 2016 in 
Massachusetts, Quincy po- 
lice said. Alcohol impaired 
driving fatalities increased 
9 percent — from 109 to 119 
— in the state between 2015 
and. 2016. Between 2011 
and 2015, 82 percent of im- 
paired drivers in fatal crash- 
es were men and 45 percent 
of all alcohol-related driver 
fatalities were ages 21 to 34. 

Nationally, about one- 
third of all traffic crash fatal- 
ities involve drunk drivers. 
More than 10,000 people 
die each year in drunk-driv- 
ing related crashes.

mind as he placed the 
wreath on a rack in front of 
the Tomb with the help of a 
soldier from the U.S. Army 
Third Infantry Regiment — 
“The Old Guard.” 

“I feel it was not for me 
alone. I was a symbol for 
all World War II veterans 
and ex-POWs. I had all 
my friends in mind when 
I placed the wreath and 
bowed to meditate before 
the playing of Taps,” Bob 
said. 

It is a select group of in- 
dividuals who are invited to 
lay a wreath at the Tomb. 
For Bob Noble, he was in 
even more rarefied com- 
pany. 

Escorting Bob from the 
stairs of the Amphitheater to 
the Tomb was MG Buchan- 
an. The major general also 
escorts the three leaders of 
this nation — the President, 
Vice President and Speaker 
of the House — at similar 
wreath ceremonies at the 
Tomb. 

“I didn’t-know he would 
be taking part before the 
ceremony. I feel very hum- 
bied,’ Bob said. “It made 
me realize how significant 
an honor it was to be there 
for that. 

“It’s something I never 
thought would happen. That 
honor was doubled by the 
number of people who came 
from Quincy to be there 
with me.” 

If anyone was deserv- 
ing of laying a wreath at the 
tomb, it was Bob Noble. 

For many years Bob 
spoke very little of his expe- 
rience as a Prisoner of War. 
But through the encourage- 
ment of support of friends 
and family - especially 
his beloved Gloria — Bob 
opened up about his time in 
captivity when he was just a 
teenager in World War II. 


BOB NOBLE as a private first class in the U.S. Army Air 
Corps, 87th Infantry “Golden Acorn” Division, during World 
War II. Bob was later promoted to the rank of corporal. He 
was a proud World War II veteran who never forgot his fellow 


veterans and ex-POWs. 

He was serving _ with 
the 87th Infantry Division 
when he and other soldiers 
were captured by the Nazis 
on Dec. 16, 1944 in Alsace- 
Lorraine in. France on the 
“Western Front.” This was 
the same day that the Nazis 
began an offensive attack 
that would become “The 
Battle of the Bulge,” a key 
turning point in World War 
Il. 

Bob filled me in on some 
details during an interview 
in 2011. 

In the darkness he heard 
someone speaking German 
and a group of men stand- 
ing together about 10 yards 
away. But he couldn’t make 
out their identity. 

Bob had a decision to 


make. Shoot his automatic 


“weapon or hold his fire. 


For some reason, he 
didn’t pull the trigger. As it 
turned out, they were Amer- 
icans. They were captured 
soldiers and soon Bob No- 
ble was captured, too. 

Two days ‘after being 
taken prisoner, he turned 19 
years old. He was liberated 
122 days later, on April 16, 
1945, by the British Army. 

But before he was freed, 
he endured a harrowing or- 
deal. - 

Bob was forced to dig 
trenches in frozen ground 
for anti-aircraft emplace- 


_ments. He was shot at, suf- 


fered frostbite in both feet, 
and lost nearly 40 pounds 
off his 135-pound frame.

x-POWs. Mr. Noble passed away Aug. 7. He was 92. 


There were other life- 
endangering’ hardships, too. 


But Bob was one of the. 


lucky ones. He made it back 
home. 

The experience of being 
a POW became a beacon of 
his faith and service to his 
fellow man. 

“Tt was during his time 
as a POW that taught Bob 
how precious the gift of life 
is,’ said Rev. Charles J. Hig- 
gins, pastor of St. Albert the 
Great Church in Weymouth. 
Rev. Higgins was the cele- 
brant at Bob’s funeral Mass 
Monday. 

On the back of the funer- 
al program was a scanned 
photo of a letter that Bob’s 
paternal grandparents 
mailed to him on Oct. 14, 
1944 — two months before 
Bob was taken prisoner. The 
letter was returned to sender 
because Bob. was missing 
in action. He went MIA on 
Dec. 16, 1944 — two days 
before his 19th birthday. 

The letter reads: 

“Lots of love and may 
the sheltering arms of Jesus, 
Mary and Joseph guard and 
guide you through life.” 

Rev. Higgins quoted the 
letter in his homily and then 
added: “May Bob now share 
in the fullness of that letter 
in the presence of the Al- 
mighty God.” 

His-furieral was a beauti- 
fully touching tribute. His 


children and grandchildren 


participated as’ pallbearers, 
readers and singing. It was 
capped off by his son, Rob- 
ert, Jr., who delivered heart- 
felt remarks about his dad 


on behalf of the entire Noble 
family. His eulogy appears 
on Page 13. 

Many of us have other 
memories or stories of Bob 
that we will always cherish. 
His acts of kindness that de- 
fined his spirit and endeared 
him to so many. 


I look over at that rock- 


ing chair in my office and I 
remember Bob visiting me 
after he placed the wreath 
on the tomb. He sat in that 
chair and told me a story 
that will forever stay in my 
thoughts. 

After the wreath was 
placed at the tomb, Bob was 
still thinking about those 
who sacrificed and served 
during World War II. 

- He was aware that ac- 
cording to protocol, the 
wreath that he placed at the 
Tomb would be removed 
and set on the steps on the 
other side of the tomb for 12 
hours. 

He then had an idea. Af- 
ter its time at the tomb Bob 
wanited to place the wreath 
at the World War Il Memo- 
rial located on the National 


. Mall between the Washing- 
ton Morument and Lincoln 
-Monument. 


So he asked and re- 
ceived permission from an 
Army official to relocate the 
wreath to the memorial. Ar- 
rangements were rhade and 
about 24 hours after plac- 
ing the wreath at the tomb 


- Bob and his family placed 


the wreath near the memo- 
rial’s reflecting pool and 
gold stars that represent the 
400,000 U.S. servicemen

and women who were killed 
during World War II. 

Bob was also given a 
warm reception at the WWII 
memorial. School children 
from Indiana thanked him 
for his service and some had 
pictures taken with Bob. 

All the flowers on the 
wreath were left intact — ex- 
cept for one. 

Gloria’s yellow rose. 

That flower was given to 
daughter Andrea White who 
created a keepsake with it. 

“I was very pleased that 
my grandchildren were with 
me at the World War II Me- 
morial when we placed the 
wreath there,’ Bob said. 
“This whole experience was 
a tremendous honor that I 
never expected would hap- 
pen but it’s something I will 
never forget.” 

Bob Noble was buried 
with full military honors 
beside his beloved Gloria 
Monday at Mount Wollas- 


_.ton Cemetery. 


His passing is a loss for 
his family, his friends, this 
city and his fellow veterans. 

I am grateful to . have 
known him and to have so 
many fond memories of 
a man who truly was an 
American hero. 

Thank you, Bob Noble 
for. your service, love and 
friendship. 

You did not merely walk 
this Earth for more than 92 
years. 

You graced it. In every- 
thing you did.

The following eulogy 
was given by Robert Noble 
Jr. in tribute to his father, 
Robert G. Noble, Sr. at Mr. 
Noble’s funeral Mass Mon- 
day at Saint Albert the Great 
Church, Weymouth.

Nelson Mandela is quot- 
ed as saying, “What counts 
in life is not the mere fact 
that we have lived. It is what 
difference we have made to 
the lives of others that will 
detérmine the significance 
of the life we lead.” This I 
believe encapsulates our 
father’s life. Dad’s life re- 
volved around three core 


values: Faith in. God, his © 


family, and devotion to 
community and country. 
Dad’s faith in God was 
put to the test in December 
1944, when, as an 18-year- 
old soldier, he was presented 
with an agonizing decision. 
In the dark of night, he was 
alone in a slit trench when he 
heard men’s voices, speak- 
ing German, approaching 
him. As he raised his weap- 
on to fire, he heard a voice 
in his head that told him not 


to. Dad chose to withhold 
his fire and it turned out that 
the approaching men were 
fellow American soldiers; 
the decision ultimately led 
to him being captured, as 
the soldiers had been pre- 
viously seized by German 
troops and were being used 
as human shields. 

Dad always believed 
that an “Angel” was on his 
shoulder that night and go- 
ing forward, if he put his 
trust in God, that no mat- 
ter what happens, he would 
accept it as God’s will and 
continue to move forward. 
He would do this for the 
rest of his life. Through the 
remainder of his life, Dad 
practiced his faith with lov- 
ing devotion. He was often 
seen at Saturday evening 
Mass here at St. Albert’s, 


and his parish became like — 


family. 
When you talk of Dad’s 
dedication to community 


- and country, you cannot do 
it without including his wife, . 


Gloria. They were a. team 
in every sense of the word. 
They involved themselves 
in several civic organiza-

charitable causes, tirelessly 
campaigned for their favor- 
ite candidates (as long as 
they were Democrats). 

Our parents strongly be- 
lieved that you were put on 
this earth to give back to 
society and practiced: this 
belief throughout their lives.

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On Sunday, Aug. 5, at approximately 11:40 p.m., Offi- 
cers Paul Farina:and Daniel Parisi (with K9 partner) were 
dispatched to Creedon Field on Hunt Street for a report of 
a breaking and entering in progress.

Officer Farina handcuffed the suspect while Officer Parisi 
gave the suspect his Miranda rights and asked him if he had 
any weapons on him, or near the area, and he said no. The 
suspect said that he is homeless and does not have any place 
to go to wash himself or his clothes. He said that he found 
keys that were to Creedon Field outside of the Stadium. 

Officer Parisi tried the keys on the outer gates of the field 
but the keys did not work. The suspect said the day before 
he. was able to get into the women’s bathroom located in 
the concession stand, where he washed some of his clothes 
and then left, stating he would come back when they were 
dry: He left his T-Shirt in the door jam of the women’s bath- 
room. He said that he came back today in the afternoon but 
could not get back into the women’s bathroom as the T-Shirt 


did not properly wedge the door 
open. 

He'said he left the area at that 
time and decided to come back’ | 
later. He said he came back to- 
night and still could not get into 
the women’s room. He jumped 
the fence to gain access to the 
field house, as the keys he had 
did not open any of the outer 
gates. 

Since he could not gain access 
to women’s room, he broke into 
the Men’s room using a tool. He stated he only wanted to 
rinse off and hopefully gain access to his clothes in the other 
bathroom. Officer Farina checked both bathrooms and found 
them to be locked. 

The suspect, a 27-year-old homeless man, was placed 
under arrest for breaking and entering in the nighttime and 
transported to the Quincy Police Station for booking. Once 
at the station, it was determined the suspect had an outstand- 
ing default warrant. The keys that the suspect had were unla- 
beled and taken as evidence.

Ask John Paul: AAA New England’s Car Doctor 


I have | a question about my 2014 Toyota Camry Hy- 
brid. This is the second Camry Hybrid I have owned. In 


February I went to the dealer where I purchased the car - 


to have the 50,000-mile check-up and oil change. This 
type of service usually has taken no more than one hour, 
but this time took three hours. After a couple of hours, 
the service guy told me my car needed a special repair. I 
received an estimate and explanation of what was need- 
ed. Here is what they told me. The “sway bar links” and 
“front boots” were leaking/damaged, and the cost to re- 
pair this would be $545. They did say that I might not 
notice any problem with the car, but that eventually its 
handling on the road would be affected. I told them I 
didn’t have the time, but, I didn’t trust them. I have not 
had any problems with the car either prior to the service 
or since. Now it is time to bring the car in for another 
service. I was wondering if you have any insight into this 
potential “necessary repair.” I don’t intend to go back 
to this dealer for service. It seemed to me that they were 
trying to take advantage of a single, older female who, 
they assumed, is not knowledgeable about cars. 

At this point I would certainly get a second opinion with 


| another dealer or independent repair shop. Both items they 


mentioned are easy to see and verify if the repairs are nec- 


\ | essary. Sway bar bushing (rubber) will crack with age and 


when completely worn out will affect the vehicle handling 
to a limited extent. The front boots, I assume, are the bel- 


ik lows style boot for the steering system. These too are rub- 


ber and can crack as they age. In both cases it seems a bit 


|| unusual that these items would have failed at only four years 
| . of age. 


My car had tree sap all over the hood and my son de- 


| cided to clean the sap off with gasoline. The gas did get 
|| the sap off but what did it do to the paint? 


After washing the car with car soap.and water, I would 


| use a light-duty polishing compound and then a good qual- 


ity wax. In this case I would use:a carnauba-based wax that 
will help “nourish” the paint and bring depth back to the 
finish. Once. the paint looks better buy some bug/tar/sap re- 


} . mover or depending on the trees a car cover. 


I recently purchased a low-mileage 2014 Buick with a 
ix-speed automatic transmission. This car looks brand 
new and I’m pretty sure no one other than the driver has 
been in the car. The car runs well, although I can feel a 
slight jerky sensation in the 20 to 45 mph range. This 
isn’t noticeable when I’m accelerating but when I am on 
back roads it is quite noticeable. He is the real problem: 
this sensation is very annoying to my wife..I went back 
to the dealer who pronounced this as normal. My other 
concern is that even though this car has low mileage, I’m 


| the third owner. Do you think I just have to get used to _ 


it or is there something that can be done to minimize the 
jerky feel? Maybe the first two owners weren’t happy 
with the car and traded it? 

General Motors issued a technical service bulletin that 
describes a clunk noise similar to your car. Here is the com- 
plicated explanation of why this happens. The reason is that 
during a 2-3. upshift, the 2-4 band is released, and the 3-4 
clutch is applied. The timing of this shift can-cause a mo- 
mentary torque reversal of the output shaft which results in 
a clunk noise. This same torque reversal can also occur on 
a 3-2 downshift when the 3-4 clutch is released, and the 2-4 
band applied. Long story short: General Motors considers 
this normal and no service is necessary. At this point it looks 
like you and your wife are going to have to get used to the 
sensation. . 

I’m always interested in your column even though 
I haven’t had ‘cars with problems, but now I do. We 
have a 2013 Mercedes 300 with 46,000 miles on it. The 
dealer says that one rear differential seal “is just start- 
ing to leak” and will cost about $875 to replace. Is there 
another solution, and if not, is this a task a good inde- 
pendent garage could do? Should both seals be replaced 
even if only one is leaking? 

The first thing to determine is what does the dealer tech- 
nician mean by “just starting to leak.” Many seals will seep 
slightly and although this seeping will not get better, by it- 
self it may never. change. In this. case if the seal is leaking 
I would only repair the seal in’ question. There is no reason 
why a qualified independent shop couldn’t replace a differ- 
ential seal. The first place I would start is with a second 
opinion. 

The Toyota dealer has determined, that. my 2012 
Highlander needs a center-driveshaft replacement, be- 
cause of a rumble type vibration when accelerating. The 
cost will be about $1,100 including labor. Do you: think 


I should look for a used drive shaft and haye'it replaced 
at a local garage or do you believe a new driveshaft re- 


placed by the dealer is the way to go? The car is in excel- 
lent condition with 165,000 miles on it and this is the first 
repair it has needed. I plan on keeping this car at least 


‘another three years. 


Certainly, replacing the driveshaft with a used unit from 
a salvage yard could be an economical alternative. The only 
issue I see is you want to have the shop carefully inspect the 
part before installing it in your vehicle. If the donor vehicle 
was in a bad crash the driveshaft could be damaged. There 
are also aftermarket or rebuilt driveshafts that offer a cost 
savings. 

The owner’s manual for my 2014 Toyota Avalon im- 


plies that I need to get any new tires at a Toyota dealer, 


otherwise the tire pressure warning system will no lon- 
ger work. Is this true or just a marketing ploy? Is it 
necessary to replace the valves and transmitters when 
changing the tire? Can tire dealers perform the steps 
needed to register the new valves and transmitters? 

You can purchase tires anywhere for your Avalon. The 
tire pressure warning systems won’t need to be reprogramed 
if the wheels are put back in the same location. If the tires 
are not put back in the same location, nearly every tire store 
and many general service shops have tire pressure (TPMS) 
monitor programming tools. Regarding the life of a TPM 
sensor, most will last 7 to 10 years. I would expect the sen- 
sors in your vehicle to last through the next set of tires be- 
fore the batteries that power the sensors fail. 

Wondering if you can shed some light on the 2018 
GMC SUVs along with the earlier models. We’ve had 


. the GMC Terrains for the last several years, 2011, 2014, 
_ 2017 and although I really like driving them I always 


had a problem with their air conditioning system as 
there were no vents for the back seat which made rid- 
ing in the back a problem. What I really liked, and got 
use to, was the line crossing warning and felt it was a 
real safety item. This year when the Terrain got smaller 
and looking more like a hatchback car we opted for the 
Acadia which got smaller and fit our life style. So telling 
you all that, do you have any idea why the “lane crossing 
warning” was only put in with the more expensive De- 
nali? And along with that did no one complain all those 
years about the lack of air conditioning in the back of the 
Terrain? I’ve asked the dealer who hasn’t a clue. 

The system you are referencing is lane departure warning 
(sort of an electronic rumble strip). Like many vehicles the 
manufacturers put options together as packages. More than 
likely as helpful as some of these systems are, they weren’t 
being ordered in the more basic models. I haven’t looked at 
the climate control on the Terrain, but I am surprised since 
even the most basic models these days have’some sort of 
vent to provide warm or cool air to the rear passengers. 

I am an older woman who lives alone and is about to 
purchase a reliable used car. I thought I might want a 
small SUV but after test driving a Subaru as well as the 
Buick Encore, they feel too big. I need a car with a driver 
seat that raises high since I don’t see over the steering 
wheel in some cars. My children tell me I should buy an 
AWD car and I agree. However, I recently test drove a 
2015 Lexus CT 200h (a hybrid car that doesn’t have all- 
wheel-drive) and felt very comfortable in it. The car had 
40,000 miles on it, was in the $21,000 range, and had a 
warranty through 2021. What do you think of that car? 
The car I buy doesn’t have to. be an SUV but it must 
have a driver seat that raises quite high. Your opinion 
on other options would be appreciated. 

Cars are very personal and a vehicle that fits one person 
may not be perfect for someone else. All-wheel-drive will 
give you better traction and control in poor weather condi- 
tions. If it isn’t necessary for you to be out in those condi- 


- tions front-wheel-drive is just fine. In addition, front-wheel- 


drive with dedicated winter tires can dramatically improve 
any vehicles winter performance. Since you want a smallish

car with adjustable seat height the choices can be somewhat 
limited. The Lexus 200h is a nice handling, well-construct- 
ed car and one that is easy to recommend. Some others are 
the Audi A3 and the Honda FIT. You mentioned the Subaru 
was too big, but you might want to give the Crosstrek a sec- 
ond look. It has all-wheel-drive and a good seating position. 

My car is five years old with only 9,000 miles on it. 
The other day, we made a left turn onto a straightaway 
and suddenly out of nowhere a deafening sound began 
and then finally stopped — but not after making us all 
momentarily deaf. We were totally stunned with this 
earsplitting noise out of “left field.” The air conditioner 
and the radio were both on. There was a terrible rum- 
bling sound which another car member said sounded 
like static and also said it also sounded like a high ring- 
ing tone. The car was used the next day, but no noise 
like the previous day. In all the cars I’ve driven, over 
decades, I have never heard a noise like this. We were 
totally stunned! What could be wrong with my car? I’m 
planning to take it to the service center of the dealership 
where it has been serviced for five years now. What can 
I tell the mechanic as to what the problem could be? The 
car is a 2013 Infiniti G37. If this situation happens again 
before I get it to the dealer service center — what should 
Ido? 

If the noise happens again — providing you can do so 
safely — shut the car off, wait a few seconds and restart the 
car. I suspect if you do this the noise will have gone away. 
I believe the problem is a short circuit in the car’s sound 
system. I think the noise you heard was the amplifier blast- 
ing audio noise at full volume. The problem is being able to 
demonstrate it to the technicians that will need to fix the car. 
Although I have not.seen this problem in an Infiniti before I 
have seen it in other models. 

My 2007 Honda Odyssey with 135,000 miles on it 
runs great. The only issue is the air conditioning does 
not kick in consistently. When it works it blows nice cold 
air, other times the air is just warm. Any suggestions? 

One issue I have seen in some Honda models is an in- 
termittent failure of the air conditioner clutch. If the system 
has been checked for proper operation and the pressures are 
found to be within the normal range, then it is time to look at 
the operational side of the climate control system. Like most 
vehicles today, the climate control and heater are both work- 
ing and airduct controllers mix cool and warm air. What 
could be happening is the motor for the duct is malfunction- 
ing and allowing too much warm air to mix with the cool air. 

We have a 2013 Volvo S60 AWD with a turbocharged 
engine. The car was purchased used in 2016 with 96,000 
miles on it. It now has 133,000 miles on it. The oil is 
changed every 7,000 miles with synthetic. Following the 
last two oil changes the low oil light has come on after 
putting between 4,000 and 5,000 miles on the car. Both 
times it took three quarts of oil to bring back to full. The 
dealer has checked the car and can’t find any leaks, nor 
is there oil in the driveway where the car is parked. What 
could be causing the loss of oil and where is it going?

Americans with Disabili- 
ties Act. Sen. John Keenan 
said the project remains on 


schedule. 

“The Red Line work is 
moving along. They are 
doing repairs — substantial 
repairs — at Braintree and 
Quincy Adams. You can see 
the work that is proceeding 
over at Quincy Center rela- 
tive to removing the garage. 
It’s like taking Legos down 
or Jenga, pulling the pieces. 
Wollaston Center, there is 
a steel frame up, so that’s 
moving along. I’ve been 
told as recently as three days 


ago that that is on sched- 
ule,” Keenan said during an 
interview the first week of 
August. “That work is quite 
visible now. 

“The bus shuttle service 
continues. We get virtu- 
ally no complaints anymore 
other than some small com- 
plaints that may occur... 
overall, shuttle service 
seems to be running well 
and we seem to be getting 
some positive feedback on 
it.” 


Keenan also noted he 
was able to work with oth- 
er local lawmakers to urge 
state officials to stop park- 


-ing fee increases for North 


Quincy and Wollaston, and 
reduce and delay the in- 
creases at Quincy Adams 
and Braintree. The rates at 
those stations will go from 
$7 to $9 starting Sept. 1, 
instead of $10 starting this 
month as. had been initially 
announced. 

“There was a proposed 


fee increase for parking. We 
worked with the Department 
of Transportation and. the 
MBTA on avoiding those 
increases in North Quincy 
and Wollaston and decreas- 
ing them and pushing them 
a little back for Quincy Ad- 
ams in Braintree,” Keenan 
said. 

“We had some direct 
contact and very strong 
contact with both entities 
and they. understood what

“Wollaston station is not 
being utilized at all right 
now by commuters in terms 
of parking. There may be on 
any given day 12 to 15 cars 
there, so those spaces are 
available,” he said. “It will 
cause people to have to ad- 
just their commuting prac- 
tices again, but those spaces 
are available. 

“There are occasionally 
some spaces up at North 
Quincy, but there is going 
to a significant number of 
spaces taken out of service 
once they start building the 
garage on the southerly end 
of the parking lot.” 

Keenan, who takes the 
T from his house in Adams 
Shore to Boston, said com- 
muters have done a good job 
of adjusting to the closure of 
Wollaston station. 

“People have adjusted. 
It’s pretty interesting,” he 
said. “I know I would often- 
times drive to the Wollaston 
train station, get on the train 
at Wollaston. Then initially 
I was going to Wollaston 
and getting on the shuttle 
to North Quincy...but I 
haven’t done that in a while. 
Now I take the bus at the top 
of my street to Quincy Cen- 
ter and just get on the train 
there, or if timing is right I 
use the commuter rail option 
into South Station and then 
hop into the Red Line there. 

It’s working pretty well.” 

“I can get to the State 
House faster by bus and T 
faster than I can by car,” 
Keenan added. “That will 
hold especially true in the 
fall once the traffic really 
picks up again.”

“There should be a mod- 
el coming shortly of the Red 
Line car, and I’m looking 
forward to that,” Keenan 
said.

Orange Line model in, and ~ 


beyond the model they’ve 
also had in cars that they’re 
now testing. So the Red Line 
model will be in shortly and 
once they work that out, get 
feedback on it, then they'll 
start limited production, 
bring some over, and do the 
testing. They’re working on 
getting the testing sites all 
lined up for them. There is 
still a ways to go, but it’s 
pretty exciting. 

“The signal work is pro- 
gressing as well. 

“The combination of a 
new station at Wollaston, 
improvements at Quincy 
Center, Quincy Adams and 
Braintree, the new construc- 
tion at North Quincy, plus 
the signalization, plus the 
new Cars — in about three to 
five years, the MBTA Red 
Line south of JFK/UMass 
is going to be very, very dif- 
ferent. 

“It will be able to accom- 
modate more passengers 
with trains coming more 
frequently — modern trains 
running on a brand new sig- 
nal system.”

There have been several issues with this model Volvo 
and oil consumption. The oil is not leaking but burning dur- 
ing the normal combustion process. When an engine burns 
a lot of oil you will see blue smoke coming out of the tail- 
pipe. Burning one quart of oil every 1,000 miles or so isn’t 
really enough to see. In addition, synthetic oil still burns, 
but it is not the same blue smoke that convention oil pro- 
duces. The oil consumption is normally due to worn valve 
guides, which can be a costly repair. If this were my car with 
133,000 miles on it, I would just check the oil every 1,000 
miles and add as necessary. . 

I’m a healthy senior currently driving a 2009 Toyota 
Camry. I due a fair amount of driving each year and I 
have been thinking about a new car with the latest safety 
features. The cars I have been looking at are the Ford 
Fusion, another Camry, or one of the Subaru models 
such as the Legacy or Crosstrek. What would be the best 
choice for a comfortable and quiet ride? — 

If you don’t mind driving a similar car, I think the Toy- 
ota Camry would be a good choice. The ride is quiet and 
smooth and depending on the trim level there is a full suite 
of safety features. Every Camry gets forward-collision 
warning, adaptive cruise control, and lane-keeping. In high- 
er-level models blind-spot monitoring and rear cross-traffic 
alert come standard. If getting through the worst of winter 
weather is important then I would look at the Subaru Legacy 
with its standard all-wheel-drive. 

Like many of your readers I too leave my car in Flor- 
ida for six months at a time. I used to put Damp-Rid 
packets in the car to absorb the moisture build up, but 
last year they leaked and ruined the car’s upholstery. 
Years back people would put trays of charcoal briquets 
to absorb any moisture buildup. grea ca eco a 
charcoal or is there a better way? 

Charcoal briquets can help eliminate ins and some 
moisture but you need to be careful with what kind of bri- 
quets you use. Some briquets have chemicals such as lighter 
fluid manufactured into them. One option you could try is a 
solar ventilation fan. These small fans mount in a partially 
closed window and help keep the air circulating inside the 
Car. The nice thing is these fans run off the power of the sun 
and it “doesn’t affect the car’s battery life. The constantly 
moving airis less likely to produce mold. 

have an old Ford Bronco and I love this big old 
truck, but it has one annoying problem: there is a rattle 
going over bumps. I have had the front end all checked 
out, the: shocks replaced but there is still a rattle. Any 
thoughts what is could be? 

The problem is likely a simple on. The brake pads on 

these old Broficos and many other vehicles have a metal/ 
spring clip that holds the front brake pads from rattling. At 
some point during a brake service more than likely the clips 
were left off. A simple test is drive on a bumpy road where 
you can.hear the rattle. Then drive on the same road while 
lightly applying the brakes. If the rattle is gone, the clips are 
missing.

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Statues On The Move Higher Seawall Seen

Quincy is planning to 
replace 8,000 linear feet 
of seawall between Adams 
Shore and Houghs Neck 
with a taller structure meant 
to better repel the ocean, but 
some residents say the cur- 
rent plan does not go far 
enough. 

City officials and rep- 
resentatives from Tighe 
& Bond, the engineering 
firm working with Quincy 
to design the new seawall, 
outlined their plans for the 
project during an Aug. 15 
community meeting at City 
Hall. More than 100 resi- 
dents were in attendance. 

The seawall along Quin- 


cy Bay would be done in 
two phases, with: the first 
phase taking place from 
Chickatabot Road to Bab- 
cock Street. The second 
phase goes from Babcock 
Street to Bayswater Road. 

The project requires ap- 
proval from seven differ- 
ent federal, state and local 
permitting bodies, includ- 
ing the Quincy Conserva- 
tion Commission, which is 
slated to hear the proposal 
at its meeting Sept. 5. Chris 
Walker, the chief of staff to 
Mayor Thomas Koch, said 
there is no timeline yet for 
construction given the num- 
ber of permits the city must 
obtain. 


“The construction time- 
line will come when design 
and permitting are several 
steps down the road,” Walk- 
er said. 

David Murphy of Tighe 
& Bond said the first phase 
is expected to cost up to $8.5 
million. The total cost for 
both phases could exceed 
$15 million, Walker said. 
The city will seek state and 
federal money to complete 
the project — a state grant 
and matching funds from 
the city are paying for the 
design of the new seawall 
— but Koch is committed 
to the replacing the seawall 
even if no outside funding is

Total State Aid For Quincy: $47M In FY 19 


With the end of the Mas- 
sachusetts Legislature’s 
2017-2018 formal sessions 
on July 31st, several major 
pieces of legislation were 
passed by the House and 
Senate and sent to Governor 
Charles D. Baker for his re- 
view. 

In addition to balancing 
the $42 billion Fiscal Year 
2019 state budget, the Leg- 
islature authorized over $1 
billion in economic devel- 
opment funds; passed a $2.4 
billion environmental bond 
authorization; created an 
automatic voter registration 
system; enacted comprehen- 
sive addiction prevention 
and treatment legislation 
to address the opioid epi- 
demic; increased benefits to 
our veterans and their fami- 
lies; created a requirement 
to teach civic education in 
schools; increased the age 
to purchase tobacco prod- 
ucts to 21; and expanded the 
amount of renewable energy 
we all use. 

Of these, the $2.4 billion 
environmental bond bill is 
a top priority for Quincy 
following the  devastat- 
ing flooding and damage 
brought on by two winter 
storms in March of this 
year. In response to the

storm damage, the Quincy 
delegation successfully ad- 
vocated for several funding 
earmarks to be directed to 
the city for climate mitiga- 
tion, restoration, and resil- 
iency projects. The legisla- 
tion includes authorization 
of $2 million to the city for 
seawall repair and other 
citywide storm resiliency 
improvements; $2 million 
for. dredging the channel 
along Wollaston Beach in 
Quincy Bay; $2 million for 
improvements to Squantum 
Point Park, including to im- 
prove the pier to be better 
equipped for ferry services; 
and language is included to 
grant easements to the City 
of Quincy for flood mitiga- 
tion along Furnace Brook 
Parkway and parts of West 
Quincy. 

City and state officials 
have begun planning for the 
seawall repair project along 
Adams Shore and Houghs 
Neck, and held their first 
community meeting on the 
proposed plans Aug. 15. 

“The bond bill demon- 
strates our continued com- 
mitment to maintaining the 
state’s parks and waterways 
and protecting our existing 
natural resources, while also 
looking to the future by es- 
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tablishing funding to address 
global warming and climate 
change impacts across Mas- 
sachusetts,” said state Rep. 
Tackey Chan (D-Quincy). 
“Especially after the major 
storms that hit Quincy and 
other coastal communities 
this past winter, the state 
funding included for climate 
resiliency projects will be a 
critical asset as the city con- 
tinues to rebuild and be bet- 
ter prepared against future 
storms of that magnitude.” 

In addition to funding 
included in the environ- 
mental bond authorization, 
the City of Quincy is set 
to receive more than $47 
million in direct funding 
from the FY2019 state bud- 
get. The city will receive 
$27,395,085 in Chapter 
70 education funding and 
$19,743,316 in unrestricted 
local aid. Of the $310.8 
million city budget, approx- 
imately 15% is directly from 
the state.
